)ear Sisters, 

When I first heard that Rat had been i 
aken over by a women’s collective, I | 
was very enthusiastic and eagerly i 
waited copies of the new paper. 1 was ( 
lisappointed with the first issue, and | 
have been so with each issue so far. I , 
lave not written before because 1 was I 
lot able to verbalise or understand my . 
lislike, and because 1 though* I should j 
wait a while before giving critdsms. to * 
give you a fighting (revolutionary) ] 
chance. 1 

I also wanted to like Rat. because it j 
was a women's collective that put it out, * 
and because it has so much information 1 
about the Women’s Movement and it is J 
really encouraging to read about all that I 
is happening- 

don’t like it. The first reason ' 
s technical, and not that important: . 
your layout is physically difficult to, * 
read and very irritating. I have a slight i 
tendency to astigmatism, which makes \ 
it more difficult for me to execute the i 
vind of eyeball leaps that are required T 
jy the layout of your paper, but I know | 
it bothers other people, too. After ■ 
about five minutes I get deep twjngey | 
sensations in my eyexockets and lose all * 
patience with trying to piece together | 
little bits of information scattered here * 
and there. 

The second reason 1 don’t like it, J 
which is more serious, is the exhoratory I 
style of the paper, and its moralism. j 
Throughout the paper there are tittle l 
phrases such as, “We must support these ■ 
sisters with our bodies, not just with | 
talk”, and ”Security, collective i 
discipline, and physical and mental [ 
self-defense practice must all become t 
part of our consciousness and daily ■ 
lives." 1 do not disagree with any of | 
these ideas; 1 disagree with the way they f 
are put and the lack of analysis that 1 
goes with them. It is too much like | 
quilting. Women will not act in a I 
revolutionary way unless they . 
understand why they must act. 

This moralism fl don’t know what ■ 
other word to use, and I realize that one J 
is deficient) plays into other aspects of a 
vour paper as well. So often I read news a 
items which, instead of trying to l 
understand why men rape women in , 
this society, why men are hostile to V 
Women’s Liberation, why the sexes hate ■ 
and fear each other and try to destroy | 
one another (oh yes, woman do it too), ■ 
just make more statements - Le. they | 
describe a male as male chauvinist and ■ 
that is the conclusion. We know that | 
men are chauvinist; grasping that is not * 
the problem. What is the problem is ] 
understanding why (capitalism is the " 
why) and how to stop it (smashing I 
capitalism is the how). Beating up the ! 
man who raped your daughter may give I 
you some satisfaction (it doesn’t to me ! 
or my mother -at age six 1 w as molested * 
by two very mixed-up , oppressed teenage ■ 
boys. The boys’ father beat them ] 
severely, and then insisted on showing ■ 
their welts to my mother.who was J 
horrified. Those boys oppressed me r 
because they were oppressed, and were , 
oppressed within the hierarchial family, I 
the basic unit of capitalist society) but . 
it doesn’t solve the problem. You don’t I 
stop men from being chauvinist by f 
being chauvinist yourself. 1 am not \ 
saying excuse rapists, either; l am saying 1 
try to break out of the hourgeois | 
socialization of an eye for an eve* of * 
giving moral judgments, and try instead I 
to understand where such people some J 
" from and what made them rapists, or 
chauvinists, or authoritarian, or ! 
screwed-up.

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A woman's caucus of the Bird was formed 
because we needed each other. We also feared each 
other, envied each other, and fought each other. 
Legitimacy for women meant having a "powerful" 
man and/or fighting off other women for the jobs 
allowed for women. We had no sense of ourselves as 
women. There was no “we" except as couples. The 
Bird was the Coffins, the Guerreros, the Romaines, 
the Gwins. The men were editors and business people 
(i.e., circulation, keeping the books, understanding 
the finances). That left typing for women. Women 
fought for control of layout, which was the one 
creative outlet allowed to women. Linda came on 
staff to solicit ads because straight businessmen prefer 
cute hip women. The job was not thought of as one 
which required originality or "business sense." Why, 
even a woman could do it. My only connection with 
the Bird was an arrangement whereby I traded my 
weekends (when I watched the old office) for a room 
in the Birdhouse to live in. Because a woman's 
relationship .to the Bird depended on her 
husband /boyfriend (i.e., her man's) connection with 
the Bird, we trusted no one and gossiped conspicu¬ 
ously. 

Salaries were paid to men, $40 a week, when the 
money was available. The sisters were doing the real 
necessary shitwork and getting their names on the 
staffbox. After working at the Bird all day, women 
went home to cook for our “thinking" husbands, 
clean, become neurotic, and accept the blame for that 
neurosis. Receiving our only support from our men, 
we became enemies of each other. 

Man turned us on to Women's Liberation. I 
couldn't understand at all. She had a husband she 
liked. She was strong herself. She even wrote a little. 
Then men even respected her! She mas what I 
thought I wanted to be. Besides, the Revolution was 
what was important. You know, imperialism and 
racism and the draft and the dehumanizating jobs 
men have. Sure, women were discriminated against in 
pig nation and equality would come after the 


revolution. So I found a man and let "them" have 
their women's meetings. 

Out of those first women's meetings (not at all 
confined to Bird women) came an idea for a 
"women's issue" of the Bird. We would prove 
ourselves to the men. We would write, type, 
layout—everything. 

The men, smug and secure, allowed us the issue. 
But few of us had the confidence to write. Mane of us 
trusted each other's motives or politics. We didn’t 
know how to be together. We ended up with tears 
and bitterness and an issue that we are now 
embarrassed to sell. 

Tensions at the Bird became incredible. 

When a women's caucus was suggested, we ail 
freaked out. When we couldn't even talk to each 
other, how couid we begin to hassle out our hassles. 
How could we support? How could we love each 
other? 

It was awkward and emotional and hard. But as we 
met every week we discovered why. Trust was built 
slowly. Our anger was redirected. Instead of guilt and 
self-blame, our anger became constructive. We could 
change a structure that kept us apart and competitive. 

We as women began a fuller participation in the 
structure that existed but had never worked to our 
advantage. We pushed the rotation system. Every 
three months all the big shitwork jobs 
(circulation—ugh, keeping the books, opening the 
mail, typing, layout, managing editor) are rotated. We 
are all learning tn do everything. It is inefficient. But 
it gives us strength as a cooperative, and it allows us 
to grow as individuals within the cooperative. (It is 
really a great feeling to know how to run the crummy 
old addressograph machine or to begin to develop 
your own taste in layout.) The women also demanded 
the end of parttimesalaries. (It was strange that all the 
part-time salaries were women's. They were all doing 
full-time jobs.) At least structurally we became more 
equal. 


But other, less mechanical skills were/are harder to 
develop. Writing has always been traumatic. Men have 
been encouraged. They expect to write well and 
easily. They have set the standards. We are beginning 
to redefine these standards. Gur confusion, our 
honesty, our awkwardness, our up-tightness is 
reflected in the writing that we do. And it should be. 
Those women who write well are helping the rest of 
us. We are looking to our sisters for ideas, criticism, 
and confidence. 

As a group of women who have developed ideas 
collectively, we have a real power on the Bird. We 
don't want power in an old sense (like Nixon has 
power or husbands have power or as individual men 
had power on the Bird). We don't know how or 
exactly what to do with it. We don't want ego 
tripping or heavy individual women or revenge. We 
need help from sisters all over. We're going through 
changes that we can't explain because we don't 
understand either. The Bird (as a product) hasn't 
reflected our hassles, our tensions, our new strengths, 
and our changing. Inside we're not the same old 
thing. We're using the same form for developing a 
new content (or something). Maybe we should be in 
rock bands instead of here, you know?(0r have a 
tambourine troop.)

Sometimes it's really hard to get an image of how people 
think of or relate to RAT (though after reading our cur¬ 
rent mail it doesn't seem so encouraging). RAT is still 
somewhat of an ominous institution to us too - one that 
seems to zoom in on our ability and space to relate to 
each other. Where have we gone amidst the newspapers, the 
endless piles of copy in the office and the little rats 
that visit layout nights (not to mention the pigs during 
the day). We wonder too. 

And it is a wondering we do want to share with you. One 
that reflects the questions of Deborah's letter and one 
that we are attempting to struggle with as it relates to 
the entire womans movement. It is the political struggle 
reflected in our mail, and we hope, to a growing extent In 
our issues. We share the feelings and are inspired by the 
honesty and joy in working with women, expressed by the 
women of the BIRD. And, for those of us who went to the 
recent revolutionary women's conference in Pennsylvania, 
we found again a place to deal with some of these question* 
— a beginning. This is important to us. We are ever changing 
forms - and people in the collective - and to make this * 
meaningful we seed to exchange our thoughts, our experience 
with other groups. It's time to build now with what we 
have learned, to zoom in on each other, rather than be op¬ 
pressed by the forms of our work or the forma of our rela¬ 
tionships. We are open in struggle toward revolution - 
and this we cannot do alone.

We hope that these discussions will ffead to a new 
understanding, solidarity and effective working 
relationship among all of us who are dedicated to 
building a revolution. Although we understand there 
are great obstacles, we hope that Weatherman will 
participate in this discussion and clarify their position 
on the issues we raised.

15 Busted at Lincoln Hospital 

On November II the South Bronx 
Community Drug Coalition sponsored 
the action of liberating the sixth floor 
of Lincoln Hospital. The hospital is the 
only health center in a heavily 
populated Puerto Rican and Black 
ghetto in the South East Bronx. Since 
June 70 various people’s organization: 
Think Lincoln, The Young Lords Party, 
HRUM, have confronted the hospital in 
the necessity of meeting the needs of 
the community. The responses have 
generally been unsatisfactory but 
various community organizations have 
set up street clinics dispensing free 
medical care along with political 
education. 

This particular action demanded the 
allocation of the whole sixth floor for 
drug programs, operated by ex-addiets 
and community people and dealing with 
the use of the drug Methadon, 
LaCott/epresenUng the administration, 
agreed to the dispersion of drugs on a 
twice daily basis but refused the crucial 
demand of bed space. When the people 
refused to accept token compromises 
and stood firm in their demands- fifteen 
were busted! 

It becomes clearer that the hospital, 
the whole Kapitallst structure, will 
make grudging concessions in dealing 
with the symptoms-in this case 
dispensing drugs, but when it comes to’ 
dealing with the root of the problemi t 
with real change, like granting poor 
people the same privelcdges that rich 
people have i.e. access to bed space - the 
only response is blatant suppression.

■institutions and values are committed to 
l the destruction of homosexual love by 


any means necessary (the schools, the 
church, psychotherapy, hospitals, 
prisons. Madison Avenue, the family, 
morality, and guilt: to name only a few 
of our identified enemies), where the 
sick and insane rule and run Tree, 
freedom loving gay people will by 
definition be prisoners. 

We work in these hell holes. We have 
seen lhe naked truth and we have 
committed many of the barbarities 
ourselves, at that time when we were 
deceived into believing that 
homosexuality was a sickness and that 
we could help our “neurotic” sisters and 
brothers through drugs and electric 
shock. We take responsibility for our 
misguided past actions, just as we take 
full responsibility for what wc are about 
to do.

October 30, 

Early this morning a tribe of white revolutionaries bombed two Amerikanl 
military installations in Queens. We carried out this co-ordinating attack in support 
of the Puerto Ricans who are marching to the United Nations today to demand 
their liberation and the release of all political prisoners. I 

The population of Puerto Rico is surrounded by military bases from which the! 
U.S.Army plans attacks on Cuba, the Dominican Republic and eventually all of 
Latin America. Puerto Rico serves as a staging area for troops to Vietnam and onj 
the island of Culebra the U.S. Navy tests bombs used in Indochina. 

For centuries the people of Puerto Rico have been fighting for their freedom, 1 
from El Grito de Lares in 1868 to Lolita LeBron's attack on the U.S. congress in 
1954, Puerto Ricans have courageously resisted their brutal colonization. Today, 
moving to the forefront of the international struggle against Amerikan imperial¬ 
ism, the Young Lords Party, MPI and CAL continue the struggle for self-deter¬ 
mination. By our attack on the army reserve center in Jamaica and the naval 
armory at Whitestone we link ourselves with Puerto Rican revolutionaries and 
freedom fighters around the world. 

Today white people will be joining Puerto Ricans in the march to the U.N. By 
our bombs and our allies we create another front against U.S, imperialism. We join 
the international war both to fight our own oppression and to join the people of 
the Third World, in building a new society based on need, not profit, on love, not 
hate. 

For our own survival we are building tribes and communities based on 
revolutionary love. We follow the example of our Puerto Rican sisters and 
brothers. When Julio Roldan, a Young Lord, was murdered by the pigs in the 
Tombs, the Young Lord Party moved on the offensive. Acting together with the 
people of their community they seized the Methodist Church and are defending it 
with guns. 

Like the Young Lords we have to resist everywhere-in the streets, m our 
schools and prisons, in the army, in our communities, and most of all in our minds 
I and bodies. We become revolutionaries when we act on both our own feelings and 
the reality of the struggle of all people. Power grows out of a commune, a 
Molotov, a rally, a riot, the soul of the people. 

Last night we bombed and today we will be marching in the streets with our 
brothers and sisters. Every day our enemy grows weaker. We who live to love, 
laugh and fight can never lose.

VENCEREMOS THE SMILING FOX TRIBE 
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U PTOWN 

At 5:30 PM on November 1, pigs broke into an 
J apartment in the South Bronx and bunted Don and Bill 
GaveUini, age 27, and Jeff Barnard* 19 f on charges of 
conspiracy to commit a “class B felony”, possessor! of 
J forged instruments, possession of stolen property, 
1 possession of the makings of explosives, possession of a 
deadly weapon, and possession of fireworks. 

J Eleven hours later pigs busted into the Bronx 
1 apartment of Mary Doyle, a 54 year-old grandmother 
who works in Schrafft’s, busting her and her son 
J Timothy, 28, on charges of conspiracy, possession of 
3 explosives and possession of marijuana. 

1 Shortly afterward in Manhattan, detectives busted 
L j Betli Katz, 27, on charges of conspiracy, 
j Their bust shows a new strategy of repression, a new 
1 bluff by scared pigs* In busting white people who are not 
stars, not heavies, the pig is saying something. His 
Jmessage is directed at anonymous millions: women who 
1 break out and act in ways that the society has kept them 
from doing before, GFs who shoot in the air and “lose” 
supplies, kids who throw rocks after the Cambodian 
n invasion; workers who stage wildcats and screw nuts on 
wrong at the assembly line* He’s seen he can’t scare off 
the people by busting leaders, so now he’s busting the 
"people* 


election day 

He’s saying you don’t have to be a heavy or a leader. 
All you have to do is love yourself and other people 
enough to hate America, and well screw you. 

This bust also begins to explode some other myths 
about which white people the pig thinks the enemy is* 
When a working class grandmother is tied in with college 
dropouts, it’s obvious the pig isn’t just going after a tiny 
lunatic fringe of window smashers. Nor can we either 
accept any definition they give of who people are or 
what they are doing. It is that the American people, 
along with the Koreans, the Vietnamese, the 
Palestinians, etc., are becoming part of the pig’s enemy. 

So much for what the pigs are doing-what do we do? 

We have to realize that millions of us are resisting and 
that we have already made decisions—decisions based on 
need-not to support a state that oppresses us and also 
oppresses the rest of the world. Everyone who makes 
these decisions is an enemy of that state and by that we 
have become the revolution* This is the real revolution. 
We will win because there really are more people than 
pigs. 

We should look at these decisions. We should 
understand why we are making them* And we should 
look at our friends* our sisters and brothers, we should 
talk to people we don’t usually talk to. We must begin to

understand what makes all of us move and figure out 
new ways to help each other* Isolation makes us all feel 
scared, small and sad, makes us distrust people who p 
look, dress or talk different. 

And as for this bust—we shouldn’t panic, but we can’t 
ignore it either* Along with Kent State and other things. J 
it shows that we are going to start taking casualties. It " 
doesn’t mean, as the pig might have us believe, that the 
pigs are coming to round up everyone who hates them i. 
and put us all in American Dachaus-it does mean that F 
some of us are going to get hurt. 

But that’s a decision we have made-it didn’t just ^ 
happen. We made it because we have had to and because r ■ 
life here is sickening and we must find new ways to 
exist. Pulling back into our curious comers now won’t 
help, it will only make us feel sick again. Hang onto „ 
what we are starting to have. Resist as much as each of 
us can, and support each other as much as we can* 

We must defend these sisters and brothers and all k 
people who are already or may soon be in the same 
position (as we all are). For now, money will be 
needed-is needed- in a defense fund. We need money i, 
for Tom and Bill and Jeff and Mary and Tim and Beth to 
help them in their fight in the courts. And for them, for 
us, for the revolution, we need each other. b 



The land of the Appalachian mountain people is being totally mined, and the people themselves, exploited for this 
purpose. One couple who were organizing the poor to move against the eastern Kentucky strip mine o pea tors were 
sentenced to prison terms for contempt of Congress. Margaret and Alan McSurley T s sentences grew out of a three year 
chain of persecution that began with a nighttime raid on their home. At that time they were charged with sedition, and 
loads of their books t files and personal papers were seized * The Kentucky sedition law was later declared 
unconstitutional but Senator John McClellan named the McSurleys as central figures in an investigation of civile 
disturbances in Tennessee. Pointing put that their papers had already been perused they resisted, and did not answer 
McClellan *s Senate sub committee subpoenas. Thus, they were convicted. The coal mine operators and owners interests, 
supported by politicians^ have dictated pig justice. The McSurley s are guilty of the crime of li ideals of compassion and 
love for the poor ". 


Alan McSurley was sentenced to one year and Margaret McSurley received 3 months . They are both free on bail, 
however, pending appeal of their case , which they have sworn to take all the way to the Supreme Court The following 
is the state men! of Margate! McSurley whih she was allowed to read in court before her sentencing on October 21st, 
1970.. ' 
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Judge Smith, i hope you don’t mind 
if 1 talk plain to you. 

You know and we know that when 
we were arrested in Kentucky in 1967 
and our papers and personal letters were 
illegally seized, there was a fierce 
struggle going on between the coal 
operators and the people. The fight was 
about whether the owners of coal 
mining companies could strip off the 
tops of mountains, min the land and 
pollute the water of people who lived 
below, just so the owners could increase 
their profits. 

We took sides in this struggle. We 
weie on the side of the poor people. 
Thomas Ra,t.liJ 1, the man who arrested 
us, was a coal mine owner, and has 
made over $3 million from coal You 
heard him on the stand tell about 
running for Lt. Governor of Kentucky 
at the time* He needed some fodder for 
his political campaign, in addition to 
trying to smash the growing movement 
of the mountain people against 
strip-mining. 

We know that at the same time John 
McClellan bad his perverted reasons for 
trying to smash the Black Liberation 
Movement. We know why he sent John 
Brick down to steal our papers. 

Yes, you knew our home was raided 
and our papers seized under an 
unconstitutional state law, and that 
these papers were given to McClellan 
without our knowledge or consent. And 
yet our rights were not protected in 
your courtroom 

You knew that McClellan had lied to 
the United States Senate when he said 
the subpoenas were based on outside 
information about our involvement in 
the Nashville disorders and then later, in 


this courtroom, reversing this position. 
And again, our rights were not 
protected in your courtroom 

You knew David Bress lied to the 
Grand Jury when he explained our case 
to them. And yet our rights were not 
protected in your courtroom. 

You agreed to the set of rules offered 
by Bress which were designed to 
throoughly confuse the jury and violate 
due process. And still, our rights were 
not protected in this courtroom. 

You graduated at the top of your 
class at Georgetown Law School You 
are a smart and experienced judge. All 
of us who attended the trial have no 
doubt you understand the Constitution, 
that you know the law, and that you 
know the facts of this case. It all boils 
down to whose interests you serve. 

We have friends in the mountains and 
all over the South, even some of the 
members of our families, my own 
mother foT instance, who used to have 
some faith in the federal court system. 
Thai was before they watched the 
sorrry charade in this courtroom last 
June. 

Each time you ruled against fair play, 
you taught them more than a hundred 
of our speeches could. So the next time 
you hear people speak with contempt or 
disrespect for the judicial process - 
remember what you taught them* 

You taught them that the business of 
the court is not to protect the rights of 
ordinary citizens. No indeed. You 
showed again and again and again that 
the court is to serve the interests of coal 
operators, United States Senators, and 
other members of the ruling class. 

And so now we come to get 

sentenced bv you.

hard to believe that you label as “absurd M the charges of racism that came down 
after that. We sat through this workshop reluctantly, and rather disgustedly. 
Because neither you, the lesbian collective, nor those five black women, 
represented us or, In fact, most women in the workshop. Rather, you and they 
were two opposing forces representing an extreme and undlalectieal answer to 
each other: while you disregarded the serious problem of racism In the white 
women's movement, they disregarded the legitimacy of the women's movement 
all together; attacking each other, without ever considering the possibility of 
common interests and goals; competitive, egocentric, and profoundly 
uncommunist. 

As for the black women's difficulty In accepting the abolition of the nuclear 
family as a demand, has it occurred to you that the needs of certain groups of 
women, needs which arise out of concrete conditions at a given time, may be 
drastically different from what you have decided must be the needs of all 
women? We, too, believe that the abolition of the nuclear family is essential if 
women are to gain their liberation; but we understand and respect the fact that, 
child-care may be far more Important for third-world women and their children 
at this stage in the struggle. Maybe, black people will never “demand” the 
abolition of the nuclear family, but only In the long process of revolution will 
alternative forms be found — forms which will be worked out through practice, 
not by abstract demands. 

Furthermore, how do you resolve the contradiction between your priorities 
and the priorities of a majority of third-world women, who, by .and large, join 
the struggle for national liberation of their whole people, men and women? 
Being a woman means quite a different thing to them. Their historical 
experience is very different from yours, and their oppression weighs equally 
heavily on them. Their different experiences determine their different needs and 
priorities. Don't discount that We must all try to understand and learn from if. 

In the second paragraph of your article, our questions and disagreements do 
not diminish, but Increase, You say: “All previous revolutions were dominated 
by male mentality. In fact, previous revolutions have been incomplete. While 
they have served the purposes of men, there have been no revolutionary changes 
in the conditions of women,” 


(A reply to WOMAN-IDENTIFIED WOMEN:ON THE MANS CONVENTION, 
which was written by a lesbian collective from New York and printed in RAT, 
October 6, 1970) 


When we say THE MAN, we mean Nixon, Mitchell, Police'Chiefs Rizzo, 
Murphy, Abeam; we mean Con Ed, AT&T: we mean sexist, racist, oppressive, 
exploitative-downtown or uptown-who destroy our lives, your lives by 
controlling, vamping, repressing, assessing and determining ALL for each of us; 
THAT (not he} is the MAN. 

When you use THE MAN to refer to the Black Panther Party, you are saying 
that the differences between men are not important; that basically, they all do 
the same thing: oppress us, fuck us over. Agnew and General Abrams, yes, you 
would admit they are the bigger enemies. But in your paper, the Panthers, when 
it comes right down to it are the enemy, too. The article actually refers to the 
convention as “enemy territory.” Not once is the point made that one group of 
■men—white ruling class men with complete allegience to a murderous 
system—are the absolute oppressors. That other classes and races of men are the 
oppressed. Black men are on the State’s slaughterblock, Black women and Black 
men must be exterminated by the state because they have come to represent the 
Revolution of a whole people. 

Is this revolution in which we, too, arc implicated, nothing but an 
ego-tripping power struggle between one bunch of bad men and another bunch 
of bad men? Do you really see aff men as the enemy? Have none of us 
known men who have led rotten lives, worked their asses off, and got nothing 
tor It except just enough to survive (and maybe just a little bit more than that 
after 20 or 30 years)? Men who have been fucked over from head to toe, 
including their brains, and who have taken their misery and frustrations out on 
women? Yes. They have and they do fuck us over badly. But they get nothing 
from it Not really. Nothing to make their conditions better; nothing to change 
the indignities of their lives. Sure, we have to take these men on too. Absolutely. 
Men do oppress us. But we know, too, that one oppressor does not equal 
another oppressor does not equal pig. 

Your article attributes the same motives through which the rulers of this 
country try to oppress and destroy the world's people to the Panthers -who you 
seem to say deliberately and systematically oppress women. But arc not those 
two oppressions and oppressors fundamentally different? The former must be 
smashed, the latter can be changed: not softly, not passively, not fearfully, but 
in the spirit of love and respect. 

How quickly you came to conceive of the Peoples Convention as “enemy 
territory”! You give no indication that you believe it possible for the Black 
Panther Party to change or that Party members have any desire or intention to 
do so. Has It come down to either you (women? white women? lesbian women? 

• nonwhite women?) or them? Is your conflict with them inevitable and 
Irresolvable? The politics of your article seems to argue so. In the article, the 
entire burden is placed on THEM. There Is no attempt to understand the 
immediate context in which that convention took place or the Panthers 
development as revolutionaries. No questions In your minds or in your article; 
no burden on you. ThaL, truly, is how an enemy is treated. 

And as long as your definition of the “enemy” includes the Black Panther 
Party, you can resist the often painful and complicated process which forces us 
to hold up our own notions against reality, the reality of other people, of other 
oppressed people. And this in turn produces the righteous tone which runs 
through the article where you pronounce as facts things which occurred very 
differently from your representation of them; where ^ou attribute the worst and 
most despicable motives to the Panthers for all of the problems of that 
convention; where your insinuations smear not only the Panthers but, by 
association, the very struggle itself. All of this to fit your case. Check out the 
facts. We can ill afford not to do so; we are women who arc also the products of 
a national heritage that encourages and nurtures cultural chauvinism and 
disregard for the needs of others; but more than that we cannot win our own 
struggle without changing these deeply Ingrained attitudes. 

The first sentence of your article is; “Women are the revolution. " What about 
male Vietnamese freedom fighters? There are many of them— Loo many for the 
Pentagon. How can you make such a blanket statement about “the revolution” 
without including as revolutionaries the very people who have advanced the 
cause of world revolution-by struggling successfully against U.S. 
imperialism more than any other people in recent history? Or is that not 
“your” revolution? Vietnamese women seem to think It is theirs. Can'we learn 
anything from them? Or does your statement refer specifically to the U.5.? Are 
you saying that Angela Davis and all those black sisters whose names wc don’t 
even know are the revolution, but that Jonathan Jackson, the Soiedad Brothers, 
Los Side dc la Raza, the heroic men in the Queens House of Detention, are not? 
What revolution are you talking about? An all-women’s revolution? Here your 
ideology lead: you deeper and deeper into conflicts which you cannot resolve, 
isolating you not only from all male revolutionaries, but from large masses of 
revolutionary women as well. 

“Women are the revolution.” What women? All women? Upper-class white 
women? Working-class women, white, black, and brown? All lesbian women? All 
third-world women? These groups of women have different needs, a fact which 
you refuse to recognize. For example, you say: 

When demands for actions leading to the real equalization of power 

between the sexes undiluted and subverted by traditionally defined

concerns (Le., lesbian demands) enthusiastic response by the 
women was met with charges of racism and bourgeois Indulgence. To point 
out the absurdity of this, our demand for the abolishment of heterosexual 
role programming and patriarchy was called bourgeois and demands for 
liventy-four hour child-care centers was labeled right-on revolutionary. 

No doubt you are r offering here specifically to the black women who 
participated In that women's workshop and who made charges of racism and 
self-indulgence and did not think much of the abolition of the nuclear family. 
But although we will make no attempt to defend the role that those particular 
black women played at the workshop (women who pushed what seemed to us a 
CP. line) we think It Important to analyze your statement in terms of some 
other things that were going on at the workshop, things which you choose not to 
discuss. These black women at the workshop chose to trash the whole white 
women’s movement. They responded to the racism within the women’s 
movement by denying the legitimacy of the movement itself. However, some of 
the charges of racism were a direct response to the vehemence with which you 
chose not simply to criticize but to completely attack Huey Newton for what we 
too admit was the lack of consciousness regarding women and their oppression 
displayed in his preamble. Not only did you denounce Huey Newton as an 
enemy during that workshop, but you urged all the women there to separate 
themselves from the Panthers and from the convention — to write their own 
preamble, to write their own constitution. You never suggested that we struggle 
within the structure of the convention and thus work toward important and 
necessary changes in this preamble. You said that we should do it alone - by 
ourselves, for ourselves — since “Panthers wtH always fuck us over.” We Find it

"All previous revolutions have been incomplete”? Yes, That certainly is true. 
And they will remain incomplete as long as American imperialism is not 
completely and absolutely overthrown, destroyed, strangled to death, in fact, 
they will remain incomplete even then. They will never stop. There is no such 
thing as a completed revolution. 

But here our agreement, it it is agreement, stops, and our anger begins. Our 
anger at the utter class-bias, whitc-uppcr-middlc-class bias, the traditional 
egocentrism, not of oppressed people, but of white western European American 
people (men and women, as exemplified here) that is used as the standard by 
which you have judged all previous revolutions. And so contemptuously 
misjudged! 

There have been no revolutionary changes in the conditions of women? They 
have served only the purposes of men? Tell it to the Chinese women, tell it to 
the Vietnamese women, yes, tell it to the Cuban women] What is it to us, having 
grown up in the luxury of non-scarcity, that each child horn in Cuba now gets all 
the medicine necessary for his and her survival! What is it to us, who associate 
the word “illiteracy” only with newspaper accounts from distant and miserable 
places, that each woman in Cuba who had to make a living before by being a 
whore for the white murderers of imperialism now knows how to read and write, 
can go to school and, no matter what, has a meal each day? And more than that, 
she no longer thinks of herself as a piece of shit, but know that she is vital to 
the revolution? What is this and more to us when weighed against the fact that 
all women are not yet completely liberated in Cuba? For that is true. They are 
not. We all know it. The Cuban women know it, too. And they will change that 
We trust they will change that, although their speed, and their perspective on it 
may differ from ours. 

And the Chinese women? Have we studied their history of enslavement, of 
feudalism, of Japanese imperialism? And the history of their revolution? Was it 
not a woman who led the cultural revolution in China, not as a token woman 
leader, but as one who came out of and had a tremendously strong base among 
masses of women? Women who not only have large and autonomous 
organizations all over the country, but who are indispensable in determining, 
evaluating, and managing production and distribution on the local, regional, and 
national levels? More than that, they are women who assert their status in 
society by h^ing Instrumental in throwing off the shackles of an ancient culture 
and oppressive marriage and divorce taws, by replacing family structures with 
experiments in communal child-raising far beyond anything we have ever 
suggested, let alone put into practice. No — China is not ideal cither. All the 
problems have not been solved. There are still remnants of feudalism, of 
bourgeois ideology, of role-playing and male dominance. But they can do it! 



All previous revolutions have served only the purposes of men I What slander, 
not only on the great revolutionary leaders of history, but on all the people who 
made those revolutions! People who produced those leaders and who, right now, 
are in the process of producing more and more great women leaders. Because the 
time has come, they need them. They cannot do without them, as we, too, 
cannot do without them. And that means we cannot do without ourselves. Our 
full selves! 

Everything we have discussed so far leads up to the source and crux of our 
differences. You say: "we, revolutionary women, can act only from our own 
reality.” Yes, it is true that it is our own oppression, and the understanding of 
this oppression, which, however vague in the beginning, is one of the main forces 
that mobilized us into making the revolution. This will continue to be so for 
many other people who join the struggle. Bui what is "our own reality” in 1970 in 
White America? It is being a woman, a white woman, traditionally subservient, 
subordinate, worth so much less than a man - any white man. Forced into all 
that, from the beginning. A tremendous burden already, but that is a!R 
Does this alone describe our own reality? What about racism, the all-pervasive 
ideology of racism in this country, the millions of daily racist acts perpetrated 
agains non-whites in this country? bias this not oppressed us? Were you not 
involved in k at all, simply because you are white? Can you see beyond, for a 
moment, that double oppression of being a woman and a lesbian. In white 
America “dumbness” as a woman, "aggressiveness” as a lesbian - whatever the 
stereotypes people used as an excuse to despise and oppress you could at 
times be overcome, if you were white. When you were up against the wall for a 
job or a place to live, white America never fucked you over with the worst it has 
to offer, for weapons of that nature are reserved for blacks and browns. How 
many of us have been murdered for being lesbians? We do not accuse you of 
claiming heavier oppression than you 'deserve'" to claim. 

But the country wanted something from you, and Avas ready to do a little 
something for you, because you were white. Did this not oppress the fucking 
hell out of you? Did you not hate, yes, hate hate hate this lousy country for it, 
because all that was only the other side of what was done to other people? It 


implicated all of us, long before we could even defend ourselves against it; it 
instilled attitudes of superiority, of fear in us, before we could even scream: 
Stop ill Fear of non-whites, particularly blacks. Has this system under which we 
grew up not hindered our very humanity? 

And the war in Vietnam? We are forced to kill and torture the Vietnamese. 
We arc forced, yes WE, all of us. Or is it only the soldiers who hold the guns and 
carry the napalm-bo mbs? No - all this is our own reality. We open the 
newspapers and we read that in Brazil only one out of every two children lives to 
the age of one. America and its guns rule Brazil. We know that. Is that an 
abstraction? We are surrounded by the blood and murder of our rulers each day 
of the week, and It fills us with anger; it makes us sick with hatred and disgust 
for ourselves and for others. It destroys us. All this is "our own reality," one 
aspect of which is being a woman, 

What you call "only your own reality” Is an expression of the very ideology 
capitalism instills in us: Everyone should take care of her own, his own, fight for 
yourself and never mind the others. Many workers in this country were led into 
that mistake by their leaders. They were convinced to buy that shit. They fought 
for "their own Interests" and those interests were defined very narrowly. They 
won certain prizes from their fight, and we don't want to denounce some of the 
very important struggles that went on to win these "prizes,” But once the gains 
had been made, those who had fought for them were not prepared for the much 
bigger struggle-the tremendous tasks that stilt had to be accomplished for all 
oppressed people. For In the course of their struggles, the winners did not 
develop a revolutionary consciousness which placed the common interest above 
their own sell interest, and which could have broken through their racism. It is 
this that kept them from joining the revolution which is developing In this 
country now. And this is a monumentally important lesson: Every struggle 
which defines itself narrowly as only a “self-interest” struggle will sooner.or later 
clash with the interests of the most oppressed people. As the women's suffrage 
movement finally did. And as you find that your struggle now clashes with the 
black struggle, not only with the Black Panther Party. 

There is no competition between levels of oppression. Does this mean that 
you should subordinate ybur interests, submerge your own experiences? Not at 
all. It means that we all have to add to our understanding of oppression ail those 
aspects which fall outside the realm of our own direct experience. Because our 
experiences do divide us from the most oppressed, our consciousness and 
practice have to bridge that gap, We can do that. We will have to do that. 
Otherwise, we cannot be successful -- neither our struggle, nor our attempts to 
realize our own humanity. Every oppression affects us, no matter how much we 
try to shield ourselves. 

We believe that the only way we can make the next step for ourselves and for 
other women h to understand all the steps that have been necessary In that long 
and ultimately life-asserting process that is history. And that history is made up 
of many different people, different cultures, and different conditions; 
revolutions have always been shaped by these differences. We cannot ignore 
everything that has happened before we came Into the picture. You cannot 
either. But if you do then you do not speak for the women of these revolutions 
or for us. Because the needs of many revolutionary women have not been, and 
are not, identical with yours, are they therefore not women? Are they women 
with a "male” consciousness? You call the Panther sisters "male-identified”. It is 
true that in many ways they are suspicious of the white womens movement. 
Your article is a good example of the reasons for this mistrust. But, at the same 
time, they give our movement a lot more thought than you give them credit for. 
They are revolutionary sisters who assume that there Is a basis in reality when 
any person says he or she is oppressed. 

We should talk some more about the events at the convention Itself. You 
interpret all the problems which occurred--and there were many—as the result of 
a Panther conspiracy against you, a lesbian collective from New York. You 
Imply that each cancelled workshop did not come about because the Panthers 
were absolutely threatened by women getting together. That view is made 
explicit in the statement: 

a The hysterica! and paranoid reaction of the Panthers has helped us to 

realize the potency of our position as women whose primary concern is 

our own revolution.” 

Your own revolution? How can it become ours, too? 

What you claim was reality distorts by half-truths the experiences of that 
weekend and leaves no room for the possibility that there might have existed 
other than conspiratorial reasons—directed against all women and partial I ary 
Lesbian women -that might account for fuck-ups and bad communication; we 
are not erasing from reality that Panther men did oppress women. These 
Panthers showed a lack of consciousness. The oppression of women by men 
must always be struggled against. We specifically want to discuss one Incident 
which was very oppressive. But we in no way accept the "conspiracy theory” 
which permeates your article. 

Many new and unforeseen pressures greatly affected the convention, 
-preventing it from being exactly what wc had hoped for-smoother, less chaotic. 
However, your article conveniently leaves out whole chunks of reality, glosses 
over them or omits them as being irrelevant to your case against the Panthers; 
can one forget that during the week preceding the convention Rizzo and his pigs 
terrorized the black community? That they stripped naked and busted local 
Black Panther men and promised a final solution on national television? All this 
had a profound influence; it changed the context in which that convention took 
place. The black community was tense-ready to go, really behind the Panthers. 
They had just gone through a battle together and were untied in rage against 
the pigs, When the convention started, not only did the expected 2,000 to 3,000 
people show up, black and white, but thousands more. Ten thousand people 
were there, or more, and most of them were black. These unplanned-for but 
totally welcomed masses of people threw the whole time schedule into disarray. 
As you said in your paper, Tabor did not speak as originally planned, but later, 
and his speech was long, and the workshops, Including the women’s, were 
cancelled. You say that Tabor's references to women and homosexuals were 

__._. “superficial” and not "springing from a real awareness of our oppress,On.” This 

not only demeans the depth and beauty of hrs speech, but his integrity. It 
demands from Tabor what many women have yet to accomplish—"a real 
jUuli awareness of our oppression." If 20 or 25 women left in the middle of Tabork 

(Cqmt. oki p .**) 
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political education classes, which again, everyone is invitied to attend. Some 
women who are reluctant to appear in public gatherings where men are present 
are more likely to come to a meeting in someone’s home. One woman told us that 
the group she belongs to always sends a woman and a man to lead political 
education groups, since they know that women can relate to other women more 


Indeed, we were told that the revolutionary spirit of the women is often 
stronger than that of the men. As we walked through the camps we were 
sometimes confronted by women who demanded to know who we were and 
why we were there. We were never approached by men in this way, men were 
always more polite in their inquiries. One woman complained angrily that too 
many "tourists" had come through the camps to take pictures and report that 
the Palestinian people live in squalid conditions. She said she was tired of having 
her people represented that way. Another woman reacted to a group of NBC 
at Shatila Camp in the same way, saying that if they wanted to 


where the children of the martyrs (women and men who have been 
combat) can go to learn sewing and first aid and to receive political education 
and military training. In Amman, the programs have developed to the extent 
that wives and daughters of martyrs are beginning to set up small factories so 
that they may become self-sufficient. And in Soave, a camp in the north of 
Jordan, one political organization has helped the women to purchase machinery 
to start a carpet factory. (Unfortunately this factory was destroyed recently in 
the attacks by King Hussein's army.) Women are also involved in making clothes 
and cooking for the commandos. Some of these activities may not seem very 
liberating to women in the United States, since it means that women are still 
sewing and cooking; however, they are important to the Palestinians because 
they provide the means for women who are either not willing or not able to 
participate in military activities to be involved in the revolution and provide 
necessary services as well. 


Painfully enough the liberation of women in Palestinian society was greatly 
helped when the Zionists occupied their land forcing a million and a half 
Palestinians to flee and severely oppressing those who chose to stay. Because 
families were separated and because jobs for Arabs in occupied Palestine were 
scarce and paid badly, many women were forced to work to support their 
families. Women living outside the occupied territories, both in refugee camps 
and in Arab cities had to take on similar responsibilities. In addition to this, the 
fact that the majority of Palestinians became refugees -- living dispersed outside 
their homeland, tended to loosen their adherence to tradition. 

Yet many traditions which are oppressive to women remain. Although few 
women wear veils, many women are not permitted to speak to men outside of 
their immediate families and are not permitted out of the house after sunset. We 
visited homes where women were not allowed to sit with us as we sat and ate 
with the men but merely drifted in and out to serve us or watched from a 
distance. We met men who were reluctant to speak about women and who 
seemed to feel that the woman's main rale was to raise children and take care of 
the house. And we met women who still seemed to derive much of their feeling 
of importance from the number of male children which they were able to 
produce. 

Obviously the old "family structure", which was maintained for centuries, 
cannot undergo a complete change overnight. But one Arab custom in regard to 
women seems to have disappeared almost completely. As in Western countries, it 
used to be considered unfeminine for a woman to be involved in or even to 
discuss politics. Since the Palestinian resistance has taken over the camps in 
Jordan and Lebanon the atmosphere of the camps has been revolutionized too. 
In addition to the many programs initiated by the revolution to involve people 
directly, each political group active in the camps (the most active are groups are 
Fateh, Saika, Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine and Popular 
Democratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine) holds rallys, usually once a 
week, which everyone is invited to attend. In addition to this, some groups hold 


photograph the Palestinian people they should go to the front and take pictures 
of the commandos fighting. Still another woman demanded to know whether we. 
were Israelis. When we told her that we were Americans but had come in support 
of the revolution she slapped our hands in a revolutionary greeting. She took me 
to her home where she told me that all Palestinians, including her eight year old 
daughter and her eighty year old mother, were fedayeen ( Palestinian freedom 
fighters - literally "sacrifices"}. 

Many men whom we spoke to in the revolutionary organizations understand 
the importance of involving women on an equal basis. One man who directs the 
militia training at a large camp said "We realize that Palestinian women are not 
only fighting Zionism and Imperialsim but also the imperiafsim of men." Others 
expressed agreement with the theory that a society is only as liberated as its 
women and that it is essentia! that all Palestinian people, both men and women, 
be liberated. But whatever the ideological explanation, everyone realizes that 
women are really needed in the Palestinian Revolution and women are involved 
on every level of the struggle. 

In almost every camp there is a women's center wnere women can come to 
learn various skills and to do work for the revolution. In most cases these centers 
are originally set up by women from the resistance organizations who come 
from outside the camp. They proceed by speaking witn different women and 
asking them what skills they want to learn. Then they set up programs so that 
these can be taught. Some women want to learn how to read and write. Others 
want to learn handicrafts such as weaving and embroidery which were 
commonly practiced in Palestine but were nearly forgotten when the Palestinians 
began living in camps. At the same time, there are also classes in first aid and 
discussions on hygiene and health. Through such discussions the women have 
worked out ways to improve the sanitary conditions of the camps which had 
greatly deteriorated under the administration of UNRWA (United Nations 
Refugee Welfare Administration) and the Lebanese and Jordanian governments. 

There are also special canters, set up by the Union of Palestinian 











For example, I met one woman named Umm Omar who was about fifty years 
old and who had five children. Her official task was cooking for the commandos 
and she was very proud of this. However, she is really a camp organizer - she 
goes around talking to other women in her area, encouraging them to go to railys 
and political education classes and to do work for the revolution. She herself, 
along with her children, attends railys for all political organizations at the camp. 
Her enthusiasm was Incredible -1 asked her how she had time to take care of her 
house and do political work too and she said since she became involved in the 
revolution she is never tired. All of her children, three daughters and two sons, 
are involved in various resistance organizations and have received military 
training. 

Umm Omar told us that the revolutionary spirit of her two youngest 
daughters, who were about ten and twelve years old was stronger than most 
men. She said that whenever there is a crisis the children run ahead of the men 
to find out what is going on. The next day we spent some time in one of the 
political offices of the camp and there was Fatima, Umm Omar's youngest 
daughter, waiting to hear news of the crisis in Jordan and singing revolutionary 
songs over the loudspeaker. She confided to us with some excitement that there 
was soom to be a 45 day military training course which sfje was going to take 
part in. 

Umm Omar told us that the majority of older women are still somewhat 
conservative but in many of the younger ones such as her daughters there is a 
complete change. Women who are ready to enter into the struggle more directly 
take military training. This is, of course, voluntary and the number of women 
training varies ftom camp to camp. Generally in Jordan there are more women 
trained and active militarily than in Lebanon because Jordan is the main base of 
operations far the resistance and many women as wall as men are willing to shed 
their adherence to tradition and to commit themselves to the revolution faced 
with the seriousness of the situation there. 

There are three basic levels of training. Young girls up to fifteen years are given 
military exercises, training in light arms and political education. In Fateh the 
young girls who train are called Zaharat or the "flowers" of Fateh (Saharo was 
the name of this tribe of Mohammed's mother}. This group corresponds to the 
Ashbal (tigers cubs) for young boys. The youngest Zaharat member whom I met 
was three years old. We were told that her father was a martyr and she insisted 
on receiving training. 

Most of the younger children also attend schools which are set up by the 
UNRWA. Unfortunately the resistance does nut have time or money or 
manpower to set up its own schools now so the UNRWA schools remain. But 
like ghetto schools in the United States, they are hopelessly inadequate. A 
student leaves school after the fifth grade {the last grade in the UNRWA system) 

The next level of training is the militia. Generally this is for men and women 
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from fifteen on. In some groups women train with men; in others their train ing is 
separate. These are people who five in the refugee camps and in Jordanian and 
Lebanese cities and carry on the "normal" life of a Palestinian refugee with one 
difference, they are armed and trained to guard the camps and defend them in 
case of attack. Most of the women we met from the militia in Lebanon were 
young and either unmarried or without children, although in Jordan there are 
more older married women with children who participate. Most Palestinians who 
join the mifitia are either in school or work in jobs outside the camp. 

During the September conflict in Jordan, when King Hussein's army launched 
a vicious attack on the Palestinians in an effort to liquidate them, it was the 
militia, not the commandos, who carried on most of the fighting against the 
Jordanian army, In Amman, where the attack was heaviest (some refugee camps 
were shelled and bombed constantly - Al Wahdat in the center of Amman, was 
totally destroyed), there were almost no commandos involved. Thus the militia 
far exceeded its intended function as a defensive force to back up the 
commandos ( in Arabic the word used by the Palestinians for militia means 
literally "those who protect the backs of the commandos") and proved 
themselves as a powerful fighting force. And the Palestinian women proved 
decisively that they too were fighters. Some women took their places beside men 
in the trenches anti in the semi-destroyed and abandoned buildings from which 
the Palestinians launched their counter attack. Others established supply lines or 
took the places of the men and women who usually guarded the camps. Several 
women especially in the North in Irbid and Ramtha where the fighting was also 
heavy, served as commanders of contingents of fighters which included both 
women and men. 

Up until the September fighting women with some exceptions had taken a 
secondary role in military and administrative matters; their efforts were 
concentrated more in the social and economic aspects of the revolution in which 
they are more skilled than the men. However, in the Jordan conflict, women 
proved their incredible versatility. They not only fought along with men but also 
took leading positions in combat. As a result, their status as members of the 
Palestinian Resistance has been strengthened. It has become obvious that they 
must be permitted to participate on the level with men in all respects. 

Finally there are the commandos. These are people with rigorous training 
who make raids into Israel. The percentage of women now serving in the 
commandos is small, Leila Khaled is the exception rather than the rule; however, 
various organizations. One group is now setting up free clinics in some of the 





there are women commandos, some of whom hold important positions and more 
women are now being trained. After the conflict in Jordan, many women militia 
members who participated in the fighting wer§ accepted in the commando 
forces. Being a commando is the most difficult role for a woman to take in the 
Palestinian Revolution tor many reasons. First it is necessary for women-to 
overcome the myth that they are physically weaker than men, as well as the 
reality that because of their former lack of training they are initially weaker than 
men of the same age. Second, being a commando requires a considerable degree 
of independence, since the commandos are required to leave their homes to live 
in bases on the border of occupied Palestine from which their attacks are carried 
out. Then, too, it requires working very closely with men-- something that was 
strictly forbidden throughout much of Arab society until now. But women are 
proving increasingly that they can overcome all of these barriers and more. 

In addition to these specific programs, women participate in the revolution in 
many ways. Many women work as nurses and some as doctors in the 
revolutionary hospitals and clinics sqt up by the Red Crescent society or by the 
camps where women are given some medical training so that they can help 
Palestinian families with their numerous health problems. 

Although many women have attained a great degree of independence and 
strength, Palestinian women on the whole are still far from total liberation. 
Many stili feel the cultural limitations which require that they consult their 
fathers or their husbands an anything they wish to do outsidtHhe home and 
many fathers and husbands, as well as mothers, are still very conservative. Some 
who understand that it is important for their daughters and wives to be involved 
in the revolution steer them towards nursing or handicrafts rather than military 
involvement. This is one reason why the percentage of women militia memhers 
and women commandos is smaller than the percentage of men. 

We spoke to one woman in Lebanon who had tried to join one of the 
resistance organizations once but had been stopped by her father and brothers 
who prefer that she sit at home and take care of the house. She says that there 
are many women like her who are ready to move but feel restricted. She said 
that she felt that if the revolution came to Lebanon as it has to Jordan the 
women would be liberated and become active immediately. 

Of course, in addition to the 'external restrictions' there are also the 
inhibitions which the women feel themselves about becoming independent and 
working with men. For some, changing their former belies and mores is a 
painful process and they would either accomplish it more gradually by doing 
famdiar, even menial tasks, such as sewing and cooking first. Yet many of these 
inhibitions disappear as soon as they become trained and armed. 

The changes which the revolution has brought about in the status of women 
in Palestinian society are extensive considering the fact that the resistance 
organizations have only been working above ground for two years in Jordan and 
one year in Lebanon. That revolutionary influence continues. One woman told 
us that the Palestinian women are constantly aware of the example of the 
Algerian women who were welcomed into the ranks of the revolution only to be 
sent back to the kitchen and again hidden behind their veils as soon as the 
national liberation struggle had been won. This particular woman believes that 
women have 'advanced beyond this point, that through their work in the 
revolution they have gained a degree of independence which cannot be taken 
away and which will eventually extend throughout the society. The strength of 
the women I met was very inspiring, especially since some had emerged recently 
from a largely sheltered existence to work nearly twenty-four hours a day for 
the revolution. The Palestinian women, like their Vietnamese sisters, seem to 
know that there is a long struggle and there is no time to waste. 


















We know that worrier] are put down by men 
everywhere. However, a Eot of women seem to be 
oblivious to all the hassles encountered by women in 
high school. They are in a just as bad, if not worse 
dilemma than a lot of other women. They are 
confronted with two problems; one is that they're 
women, and the other is that they're students, and in 
case any of you have forgotten, all students are 
niggers, 

Treatment of women in high school is appalling. 
Take gym ciasses-they hand out these militaristic gym 
suits (what? no rubber girdle?) which makes one look 
like a teeny-bopper meter maid. You do exercises to 
increase your bust, reduce your waist, help your 
posture, make you walk gracefully. For a girl's gym 
class you need very little physical endurance , but a 
hell of a lot of mental endurance. While you hear the 
guys next door playing basketball, for you it's, “On 
your (ect girls. One and two and one and two and.*/' 

Another fantastic thing, about school is Tie 
infallible grading system. FOr a man teacher, if you 
wear very short skirts and low dingy shirts, you'll get 
an A, However, if a woman teacher sees you like that 
she'll think you're a hussy and will accordingly give 
you a low grade. It's a mess. Men always seem to 
think that they should make allowances for the “poor 
chick' 1 . She must be tired, she's so fragile, she's pretty 
smart for a girl, 11 These are just some of the things 
that have been said to me. It's the eighth wonder of 
the world that my blood pressure Is still normal. 

And let's not forget that large hunk of male 
supremacy (or in the case of my school, an Aunt 
Tom), the infallible guidance counselor. “What do 
you mean you want to take shop? Why don't you 
take sewing?" "Dear, you’re a straight A student in 
Biology. Have you ever considered becoming a 
nurse?" At this point one would think that either she 
is going mad, or she is the only sane one left. 

Let's not forget those fantastic history books we 
(supposedly) study from! It took me fourteen years 
to find out that there was another woman in 
amerlkkkan history besides Betsy Ross (bless that 
dear sweet lady) who stayed home and sewed the 
flag. And let's not forget Women’s Suffrage which got 
an entire half a page in my history book* Very 
gentlemanly of the publishers, wouldn’t you say ? 

Here's another great thing about my school. The 
men have draft counselling. Why don't the women 
have birth control information given out? When the 
move was brought up, the principal muttered some¬ 
thing about contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor, which is absolute bullshit, 

I find myself working twice as hard as 1 have to , 
just to prove that I am just as, if not smarter than, the 
men in my class. I get stuck with shiftwork in the 
attempt to prove myself. But honey, in high school 
you're either an intelligent cunt, a cheerleading cunt, 
a revolutionary cunt, or a plain old class weirdo cunt. 
Here are some random examples of put-downs. A 
teacher catches two women talking. “Can’t girls ever 
stop gossipping?" A teacher caught a woman talking 
to a man. “Don’t distract him from his studies!" The 
most incredible thing happened to a friend of mine. 
She got up to get a drink of water and a teacher said, 
“Stop showing off your legs!" It's just incredible. 


Every fucking thing that goes wrong 3s blamed on 
women. If a fire drill is too noisy, someone is e 
to get up and say that the women were chattel mg 
incessantly. 

Let's look ahead to college. “Are you sure you 
don't want to go to secretarial school? You can get an 
exciting job in the business world. Besides, it’s the- 
men who should go to college. Let your future 
husband take care of you. Being a wife and mother is 
enough of a career for women*" Many women get 
these raps laid down to them (and 1 do mean laid way 
down as if they were two years old). There seems to 


be a conspiracy In the works to keep a lot. of women 
from going on to college. Maybe they're scared that 
we’ll be more able to see through all rheir supremacist 
bullshit 

In amerikkka, women have mental, emotional 
and sexual guilt placed on them. The women in high 
school get it too, but it seems worse. In a cloistered 
community, everyone will condemn you and you 
won’t gel that much support. I'm going to present a 
situation that might help to drive a point home* A 
woman and a guy arc walking down the hall holding 
hands* “Let go of his hand and let h3m*go to class," 
shouted one teacher at this couple. Obviously the 
teacher felt that the woman had seduced the guy or 
something. In this instance The woman was degraded 
until she felt as guilty as if a teacher had discovered 
her trying to self herself on 42nd St. Why must all 
this guilt be placed on the woman's shoulders? Why is 
it so hard to apply to college if you are a woman? 
Why docs the school system want to keep women in 
the dark about birth control? Why? Because the 
whole Administrative power structure is male. The 
principal is male. The heads of the academic depar¬ 
tments arc male. How esn we work in a school vOiere 
they’ll kick a woman out if they find out she's 
pregnant, but won't even try to find the guy? That's 
just great training ground for our 
lovc-'em and-leave-’em ethic. (And what about abo¬ 
rtion counselling?) Why is it that our student 
government is male dominated and docs nothing but 
work out sports schedules? Why is it that when you 
walk down the halts there’s a good chance that you'll 
get felt up? Why is it that when a woman walks into a 
class the teacher gives her a stare that would make a 
model for SCREW blush? Why is it that almost every 
book you. read is sexist and portrays women in such a 
distorted way that you'd never have thought it was a 
woman? I don't know. Maybe some of you do. 
Sometimes I get so mad I don’t even try to think. 
There's one thing I know for sure, though. High 
schools are sister buildings to the Women's House of 
Detention. You either change them or you level 
them. 
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The following article was received at RA Tfrom a 
Woman student at George Washington High School 
We felt strongly about printing the ankle despite the 
fact that it is not written from a specifically women Is 
viewpoint (much of Rat copy im Y -- a point of 
continuoiis debate and anguish amongst the Rat 
staff). The straight press has been either totally 
itnsympathetic or at best ambiguous, and the 
movement has printed very little about the struggle in 
the schools. Also, the woman who gave us the 
interview about squatting in the Iasi issue of-RAT is 
very involved the the George Washington struggle and 
through getting to know her we started to learn 
about how parents, mostly mothers of students ? are 
joining in the high school struggle. It seems that 
parents and their children, and families of different 
backgrounds, are uniting to fight the school system. 

The GW students desperately need support. They 
nave told us that they feel isolated, ami we are sure 
this must be true of the students from groups who are 
trying to organize at Moms High School in the Bronx 
and Benjamin FramkUn High School in East Harlem. 
Many other High Schools have been closed for 
varying lengths of time and with little or no publicity 
about why. In each of our communities we should 
make a greater effort to find out what kind of 
organizing is going on and what kind of support is 
needed. We have to break the conspiracy of silence 
and hes that surro uuds the condition s and struggles 
that exist in the schools imfmrrrty. ^ 

George Washington High School is located in 
Washington Heights a pred|^ nii iaii tlv white 
liti^ibuUiood, yet two-thirds of the "students who go 
to GW are Black and Spanish speaking. This school 
has the most racist and vicious union (United 
Federation of Teachers) in the City of New York. 

The thirty fourth precinct has set up a “police 
headquarters” under the bleachers in the baseball 
field of the school. One of the big problems at the 
school is die principal. He has no backbone 
whatsoever and takes orders from security guards, the 
New York Police Department and the local United 
Federation of Teachers chapter. To this date the 
teachers have not sat down face to face with parents 
or students to talk about the problems in the school. 
The parents and siudenrs are met with billy clubs, 
police and com! injunctions at every turn. 

If students fight for change after they have been 
oppressed for years, all they get arc new ID cards, 
Police records and scars from be ins beaten. 

In GW the kias were sick oi oemg given wrong 
programs, of getting diplomas that were only worth a 
ticket to Viet Nam. They were sick of having an 
administration that never met the students ne< as. 
Since the high school is two thirds Black and f \ 
speaking one would expect an administration to u. in 
the same ratio. In GW out of 250 teachers, less than 
20 are Black and Spanish speaking. 

Last year a struggle began at GW, The students 
went to the parents at an open meeting with their 
problems and stories. 1 hey told oi having to sit in the 
auditorium for two months without a program card, 
of finding out a few weeks before graduation that 
they couldn't graduate because they didn't have 
enough credits. Students also asked for their rights 
because recently many of them have been beaten by 
the police and security guards. 

Ail “legal” methods were used and it included 
sitting down and talking with the administration and 
writing letters. The symbol of the struggle was a table 
where students could come if they needed help in. IL 
seemed that things such as pregnancies, abortions, 
draft counseling, arid drugs were “taboo” subjects as 
far as the school was concerned. These subjects 
however, are part of a tremendous problem in the 
school, ‘truancy*. 

On March 6, Dr. Lester, the Deputy 
Superin ten dant of the Board of Education gave the 
parent - student coalition their table. The parents 
involved definitely did not want to take over the 


professional duties of the faculty as was claimed by 
the UFT. The UFT was afraid the parents would find 
out what was really going on at GW„ As soon as the 
agreement to set up the table was signed the the UFT 
Chapter Chairman got on the Public Adiess system 
and called for a meeting of teachers in the teacher's 
cafeteria. Classes stopped and the teachers abandoned 
the 4,000 students.The next day the Acting 
Su perm ten dan t Irving Anker acting under pressure 
from the UFT. broke the agreement of allowing the 
table in Lhe school. On Monday morning teachers 
clocked in, locked their classrooms, and met in the 
lunchroom, again abandoning the students. NO 
ACTION WAS WAS EVER TAKEN AGAINST THE 
TEACHERS! THEY WERE PAID FOR THEIR 
ACTIONS! A few days and three principals later, the 
parents were threatened with arrest and they slept in 
the school They feared that they would not be 
allowed to set up the table again!. Students and 
parents slept in. The next day parents were served 
with an injunction barring them from entering the 
school. For a few days the school was quiet. On April 
9th the students , frustrated and sick of being pushed 
around, set up the table in the lobby. The new 
principal (the fourth In six weeks} responded by 
having two students arrested for “loitering” and 
“criminal trespassing” in their own school. The next 
day all hell broke loose. The police (who had been 
there since the first demonstration A let loose . 
Smdentswere teaigassed in the cafeteria. The result 

bloodied 

heads and the school was again' elop'd. On April 22, 
the table was again “given back” to the parents. After 
72 hours of negotiations and meeting after meeting 
the table was set up*again.The resolution which had 
been written up gave the principal the power to close¬ 
down the table at any time lie pleased! The year 
ended with the transfer of four students. They were 
reinstated over the summer yet no one could replace 
the school time they had lost. Three students are gain 
being used as pawns for they were recently 
transferred to three other high schools. These 
students were active in the struggle for the table so 
that there is no doubt about why they were 
transferred. It is an attempt by the administration to 
get rid of the so-called “undesirables” of the school, 
those students who tight against the repression that is 
coming down against them. The Board of Education 
has taken away the table and threatened any parent 
who comes near the school with arrest. 

Many people have asked why the students 
r ’t work within the Student Govenmcnt 
^anization and why the parents doiYl work within 
the Parents Association. The reasons become clear 
when we see what happens when they attempt to 
work with these groups. At the PA meeting on 
November 13, the parents who have fought In 
support of the students brought to the meeting a 
ballot of twenty seven people to fill the positions on 
the executive board of the PA. A group of parents 
predominantly white, presented a ballot of six 
positions. Is it a coincidence that an “impartial” 
person from the United Paten Is Association decided 
to have a vote for only the six positions, or were 
some of the white parents working with the UFA 7. 
Why for the first time in the history of the George 
Washington PA weren’t all twenty seven nominees 
voted on and elected that same day ?ge cause or the 
obvious intent to prevent any of the Table Commit¬ 
tee candidates getting on to the P.A. the meeting 
was shouted down and the P.A will attempt to hold 
another election later In the month. 

As far as the SGO elections are concerned certain 
students were told they couldn't run because they 
didn't meet the requirements. The law states that no 
requirements are needed in order to run except that 
you are a student in that school. Therefore the 
elections were illegal. Also the students who counted 
the ballots were picked by an advisor who was picked 
by the principal. The constitution of GW states that 
the advisor is to be picked by the students. The man 


who is advisor is there to advise not to run the 
student organization. Therefore the SGO is another 
example of how the students are lied to and told they 
have a say in their own lives. THIS IS AN OUT AND 
OUT LIE! 

Our committment now is to continue the struggle 
for student self-determination in the schools. We 
expect the same kind of swift reprisals that 
came down last year, but Insist that we should 
continue to work until the students have full 
participation in all levels of administration from 
the choosing of a principal in whom we have 
confidence, to the taking care of more matter of fact 
details such as patrolling the halls which we fee] the 
students can do better than any security guards or 
cops.

The students of George Washington High School, 
supported by the Parent Table Committee place the 
following demands before the Board of Education: 

1 .A new principal mmt be assigned to the 
school, to be selected by the students and the 
community. 

2, The Student Government (SGO) must be 
completely changed so that it honestly 
represents the entire student body. The faculty 
has no right to decide which students can run 
for office. The students should choose their 
own faculty advisor for the SGO’ 

3 The students must have the power to make 
ail rules and regulations pertaining to students, 
for example, the students should set smoking 
rules, gym requirements, lunch regulations! 
lounge rules, etc, 

4. There must be an immediate investigation 
of the role played by the Security Guards. We 
demand the immediate removal of Sepeda the 
Security Guard who is out to destroy us 
Students. 

5. There should be an immediate investigation 
into all the faculty in George Washington, spec¬ 
ifically: Miller, Hyman, Burton, Within, Spiker, 
Eisenberg, McCJean, Halpert, Brite, Light, and 
Schecknet. Are they there to teach or to destroy 
the students? 

6. The students should be immediately 
consulted and involved in the development and 
operation of a real Drug Program, The UFT 
should not be the one to decide which staff 
persons will run the drug program, The students 
should decide this. 

Also regarding drugs: The Board must 
immediately conduct a public investigation of 
all funds allocated to the George Washington 
Drug Programs. Where is it ? Who has it 7 What 
is - and is not - being done ? 

Finally the Board should immediately 
investigate the relation between the 34th 
Precinct and the Drug Pushers in G. W. EL S. 

7. The Board should immediately involve the 
students in an investigation of the curriculum at 
GW and all the reasons that cause truancy : and 
what measures can be taken without a student 
being suspended, expelled or disciplined to 
prevent truancy. DEAL WITH THE CAUSE 

8. Any staff member who knowingly or 
unknowingly allowed the police to take over 
the Dean’s Office last Thursday to interrogate 
and arrest a student for something which 
allegedly took place outside the school grounds 
-- such staff persons should be immediately 
brought up on charges. The Board must make 
sure that this never happens again; 

9. The Students want to develop and run our 
own security system. Police and Security 
Guards are not needed. 

10. Any parent or community worker who 
wants to volunteer at the table or who w^ants to 
come to the school to help the school and the 
students must be allowed to enter the school 
without threat of injunctions or harassment 
from teachers. 

The above are the demands presented by the 
students of George Washington H S to the Board of 
Education on October 20, 1970. 
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speech to .itfend the lesbian workshop, thousands of women felt compelled (anci 
not by armed guards) to stay and hear more of this very incredible speech. You 
walked out. But the speech was for you too. Tabor has spent the last year and a 
haft in jail, remember? He has to catch up on the development of your struggle 
and the new consciousness we have gained from it. He will. He will easily. 
Because his speech was not for men. ft was for the people. So much so that 
when the speech was over, people who didn't even know each other, hugged 
each other. Dug each other. Real I y dug being alive. You missed something - a 
big something -- by walking out. You are right It wasn't happening as planned. 
But something else was happening -- something big and important and out of 
sight. Something in which we as women were not the principal actors, but which 
really was also very much for us. But you reduced everything that happened to 
one single aspect: that, once again, men had fucked you over. 

Another charge you make is that the Panthers reneged on their agreement to 
let a Third world woman "with a heavy woman's consciousness" be a keynote 
speaker at Saturday night’s session. The agenda Committee did take 
responsibility for making this contact, but did not do so until that Saturday 
afternoon at which time it was understood that a Third-World Lesbian sister 
would present her paper a paper which was prepared that afternoon with a 
great deal of welcome help from the lesbian collective from New York. It is also 
true that the sister was not allowed to speak, that in fact she was not even 
admitted to the session and that to our knowledge no explanation was ever made 
for this by the Panthers. That was absolutely wrong and a real example of 
oppression of women. We share our sister's anger. 

Again, no one was happy about what had happened, but the next morning 
(Sunday), wo all ,wcni in to join the womens workshop where the paper in 
question was read. The paper described the oppression and the desires, the 
grievances and the vision of our lesbian sisters. Although there were many things 
in it which non lesbian women could agree to, understand and empathize with, 
there was little we could identify with. This, because the content spoke 
primarily of the specific oppression of homosexual women; its primary emphasis 
was sexual self-determination, which is right on; but what about racism? what 
about the special oppression of poor women? what about a vision that includes 
all of us? 

And the guards. Your article says you felt intimidated by the guards. Come 
on. Joan Bird did security for Huey and a brother did security for Joan. The 
Black Panthers provide security for any member they know is ip special danger 
and they should. Too many pigs would like to see them dead. The Panthers are 
not the pig. They are our brothers and sisters. We are not guarded because none 
of us has yet been declared public enemy No. 1 of the facist state. The Black 
Panther Party has. Wc welcomed the guards for they were there to protect the 
lives of our revolutionary sisters and brothers. They were protecting Joan'Bird 
from pigs, not from us. 

Your article is an expression of the rage that comes out of oppression; it 
expresses your particular anger at your oppression as lesbian women. We totally 
support the struggle of lesbian women against the many and special kinds of 
persecution of which homosexuals have been the victims. We have much to learn 
about homosexuality before we can fully understand what it has meant and 
what it means now to be a lesbian in this society, and more importantly, what 
sexual self-determination will mean for all of us In a revolutionary society. 

To the extent, however, that you transform your anger into a political 
ideology without, in the process, allowing it to be partly shaped or even 
influenced by the experiences of other oppressed peoples, their different 
objective conditions and needs, we reject that political ideology. We believe that 
there Is no contradiction in principle between the struggle of the liberation of 
women, in our case, white women — and the struggle for national liberation in 
this country and around the world. We believe, in fact, that these struggles are 
inextricably bound to one another by the existence of a common enemy (whtdv 
is an entire system and not the sum total of many men) and a shared 
revolutionary ideology. This does not mean that at particular times there will 
not arise serious conflicts and contradictions within and among these different 
struggles. Such conflicts already exist, and we, too, are aware of them. But wc 
view them as contradictions among the people, white women) and the Panthers, 
whom your article sets up as the enemy. 

Finally, to the extent that the bases of your political ideology are th< 
following - 

1) the belittling if not the outright negation of Imperialism and racism, the 
same system which maintains and perpetuates sexism, as the primary enemy: 

2) the lack of. recognition of class contradictions and the contradictions 
between white mother country Americans and America’s Third World 
colonized peoples; 

3) the spearation of the world’s people according to sex, male and female, as 
El' this were the single dimension of all problems, 

we wilt fight against this interpretation of reality as counterrevolutionary in its 
consequences. 

To be radical means going to the root of things, Marx has said that, and we 
believe it. The more we go to the root of things, the more we, too, will become 
enemies of the fascist pigs of the world. Your article was not radical. No— don’t 
submerge your anger. That’s not what we are talking about. Increase it, let it 
grow, but add all the anger of all those millions of beautiful, angry people to it 
Don't reject them. Because only then will your justified anger, that comes out 
of your real oppression, become the tool to pierce through the lives of the 
true- enemies. Be angry. With love for all oppressed people. And yourselves. 
Don't assume the worst of people. Assume the best. And in that spirit, fight, BE 
RADICAL.

WOMENS CENTER 

Somewhere beiween 30 and 50 women walked out 
of the mass meeting of the newly formed Strike Day 
Coalition together. Many of the women hud been in 
on the planning of the Strike Day. had felt varying 
degrees of being ripptd<>jt by du politics oj Aug. 
26th< but still hoped a broad based coalition could 
function fern the benefit of women. 'Hie evolution 
[in an Inhering they could create somedling, to 
'stranding to stop the coalition from being used by a 
few ' women with political aspirations, to family 
knowing then reform within the coalition was not 
possible, and so deciding to walkout, was for many 
of the women cm important step. 

After walking out. some of the women got 
together at the women's center to rap about what no 
do next. A few of these women met again and wrote 
a statement, which follows: 


WHY DID WE WALK OUT OF THE COALITION 
AND WHY ARE WE STAYING OUT? 


We came here in the beginning of the coaliliGin not 
knowing much about polities, and not really carings to 
know about them. All of a sudden we were being told 
that electoral polities (running for office in a 
male-dominaled system that we’re trying 10 change 
not join) is exactly the same as feminist politics. In 
the beginning we believed them. Now we know it's 
just so much talk. Women have been used foi 4000 
aus b> men and now a new twist has been added

political ambitions. How? ' 


L Tig coalition is built around actions only. We 
voted oil tliai and it sounded line, because anything is 
an action. Women coming together to talk is an 
action; telling it like it is is an action; writing this 
paper is an action; reading this paper is an action; 
working on the abortion project is an action. Then we 
found nut the people running this thing had their 
own idea of what an action was. It was a march, a 
demonstration, picketing Involving hundreds of 
women to demand things, , . the same tilings we 
demanded on August 26th from which we got 
nothing more concrete than blisters on our feet. It 
was a big fat show for the media that made a couple 
of iwo-bii publicity grabbers seem a lot bigger than 
they really are and did nothing to change an\ tiring. 


Anyway, the people running this thing are very big 
on calling a crisis. ThatN how they got things pushed 
through before you know what’s really happening, all 
the while smiling at you and telling you what a great 
organization they have. . .don't you want to join? If 
you go along, you'll find yourself in front of 
Lindsay's office in November or December, and 
you'll be demanding something again. You’ll be 
demanding something and leaving it up to the city 
administration to set up tire structure for your thing 
(a b o r i lo n, eh \ 1 d c a re, e qu al j o b s), and run it l he way 
they want. Not so? Look at the evidence. 

On August 26th we demanded free abortion (with 
no forced sterilization) but we didn’t have any well 
though Lout large scale programs to offer and now 
we’re faced with a situation where all our abortion 
projects are at the mercy of the city health 
administration. We make the demand, stir tip feelings 
and then hand the whole thing to the eiLy 
administration! 1 doesn’t make sense! We Ye chasing 
or tails. 

Another demand oT August 26th was child care. 
I, re member that?) Because our energies went into 
demonstrations rather than making a foundation u> 
build a day-care movement run by women for 
women, we are now witnessing a takeover by the cily 
in the form of a day care commission to operate 
under tile Human Resources Commission. Three 
people are going to head it up, prilling down a total of 
$66,000 per year for our efforts, Is this why we 
matched? To leave the field open again for the 
male-run establishment to deal with our demands any 
way they choose? 


WEST SIDE WOMENS CENTER 
The West Side Women’s Center is 
now forming an Abortion Program. The 
service will be for women who live on 
the Mid to Upper West Side. It will be a 
community based operation and will 
have two functions - To aid any^women. 
in the area who is in need of an abortion 
and to start putting pressure on local 
hospitals to do more abortions per week 
and to do them faster and witlrmore 
care.

We feel we are wasting our energies if we continue 
along these lines. And to go along with things like this 
is actually handing Hie women’s movement to the 
city of New York. We need structure. 

This coalition was into its third meeting and had 
never talked about any structure, yet it was going full 
steam ahead on "action" ptopsals. . . all kinds of 
marches for you women to go on. At the last meeting 
on Oct. 21. each time we tried to have the assembly 
consider the structure of the coalition we were 
defeated. It didn't lake long form- to figure out they 
had paeked the meettn g atid we were just shgh 11y less 
than half the people there. Since our votes were 
cancelled out, and mir presence gave a false picture of 
breadth which certain members of the coalition have 
attempted to create, we walked out of the meeting. 

After the immediate and serious problems tliah 
face the women's movement today have been solved, 
we are hopeful that it may be possible to come 
together in the future in a truly broad-based coalition 
which will act as a pad of the women’s movement 
rather than a fraction of a political party. We cannot 
and will not give our time or energies or names In 
support of any actions or statements from tins 
non-coalition that pretends to speak to all women as 
the voice of the women’s liberation movement.

We would like to clarify the statement that 1 
appeared in the last issue of the Rat regarding the 
exclusion of the SWP-YSA from Center Collectives. 
At no time has any woman been prevented from 
participating on projects at the Center 

However, the sisters who relate to the center have 
over the past lew months felt a dear threat of 
co-optation by women working on behalf of the 
SWP-YSA. When it became known that other women 
across the country had already lost control of their 
centers to members of this same male-dominated, 
male-oriented political party, we fell It was necessary 
to take immediate,decisive action to protect our 
center. At our genera! assembly meeting of October 
15 it was decided to restrict members of the 
SWP-YSA from working on any collectives which 
serve the Center, 

(The general assembly is open to any woman who 
wishes to participate, and was publicized to two 
thousand five hundred women on our mailing list. 
Minutes of this meeting are available to anyone 
interested.) 

Clearly, this type of restriction is not in keeping i 
with the open structure we would like to have. Asj 
emergency action, we felt it to be justified, but by noj 
rnean^ satisfactory.

We spend thirty or forty years wondering and worrying 
about birth control methods, pregnancies, abortions, child¬ 
birth, and making love. Our sexual organs and feelings are a 
|crucial part of our lives, and yet we know very little about 
them. Out ignorance begins with the simple fact that wc 
can't see our sex organs unless we do contortions with 
mirrors, Lillie girls explore themselves, just as little boys 
do, but girls can 1 ! see anything and soon learn not to touch 
I themselves when adults are around and not to ask questions 
lor talk about those places in public. As they grow up they 
[hear about periods and babies and boys from their mothers 
I or from older girls and friends, but a lot of this is 
Lid wives tales and fantasy. In hygiene and biology classes, 


As soon as your period is one week late, arrange to have 
a pregnancy test, which can be obtained tree in most city 
clinics. If you are less than six weeks pregnant (count from 
the first day of your last period), the lest may be negative. 
You still cannot be absolutely sure you're —d l--- 


e safe, and the test 
should be repeated a week later. If the test is positive the 


firs I time, you've saved a valuable week. (Tests through 
drugstores arc unreliable and expensive and you may 


have to pay a doctor to tell you the results as well,} If you 
decide you do want to have an abortion, and you live in a 
state where abortions are legal, find out prices by phoning 
the various hospitals and choose a hospital or clinic. (Your 
local Family Planning Information Center, or a local 
Women's Liberation group, may be able to teh you more 
about prices and services.) Even if you arc not sure , make 
an appointment anyway: you can always cancel ft, but it 
you delay beyond ten weeks the operation will be more 
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A D and C is a relatively easy medical procedure, 
although it must be done by someone with special training. 
Either a general or local anaesthetic may be used. A strong 
local anaesthetic can be injected at the side of the uterus 
and the operation may be uncomfortable but is rarely 
painful. (The amount of pain depends on the doctor's skill 
and the woman's fear,) Some women who have abortions 
under a local anaesthetic, performed by an experienced and 
skilled doctor, have no pain at all beyond the initial prick of 
the injection. When there is pain, it is often compared m 
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menstrual cramps. As in childbirth, it' the woman is relaxed 
and unafraid, the pain will be far less than if she is tense 
and anxious in fact, the relaxation and breathing tech¬ 
niques used in “natural'" childbirth are effective for 
abortions too. 

A D and C involves no cutting into any body tissues, 
only a gentle scraping of the uterine lining, it takes between 
five and thirty minutes, depending on the woman and the 
doctor. 

2 . Vacuum A spiral ion 

This is the second method used to abort women not I 
more t han 10 to l 2 weeks pregnant, it is a safe but delicate 
procedure: the doctor first dilates the cervix in the same 
way as for the D and C* Then he inserts an aspirator \ 
through the cervix to the top of the uterus. The aspirator is 
a very narrow, hollow, rigid tube with an opening in the tip; 
it is made in three diameters, the smallest for early 
pregnancies and the largest for pregnancies 10 to 12 weeks 
along. The aspirator is connected to a suction bottle by a 
transparent plastic tube* The doctor starts an electric 
suction pump and begins to pass the aspirator over the 
inside surface of the uterus, gently pulling away the inner I 
lining. The lining flows through the aspirator and its| 
attached tubing into the bottle. The doctor watches the 
transparent tubing, waiting until he sees bits of fetal and 
placental tissue. He then goes over the area where the fetal 
and placental tissue came from until no more tissue is 
pulled away. The procedure is simple and rapid — it takes 
between five and ten mi nates--but it needs a highly 
skilled operator to control the suction pressures and 
manipulate the aspirator. Women who have undergone this 
form of abortion with only an injected local anaesthetic 
have reported discomfort, but little pain. 

Since vacuum aspiration usually means far less blood loss 
than the D and C, and since it is such a simple and quick 
operation, many doctors are beginning to use the tech¬ 
nique. .Some doctors are also beginning to use a newer 
method of dilatation, called vibrating dilatation. U uses a 
very gentle vibrator and is both easier and faster than the 
series of metal dilators* 

When a woman is 12 weeks pregnant, the fetus is too 
large to be aborted through a partly dilated cervix. The 
uterus is softer and more easily damaged by the metal 
curette, and the placenta is more developed so that there is 
greater risk of serious bleeding when it is removed. !f an 
rrrv m 11 e.t. 1*2* wee^, Jj^^jjjjjw^other 


methods that can be used. 

1 . The Saline Abortion* or Salting Out 

In I960 a new technique for aborting pregnancies 
between 14 and 22 weeks was introduced, A small area of 
skin a few inches below the navel is locally anaesthetized. A 
hypodermic needle somewhat longer and larger than the 
needle used to take a blood specimen is thrust through the 
abdominal wall into the cavity of the uterus and the 
amnio tic fluid is withdrawn from the “bag of waters" in 
which the fetus es emerged. The fluid is replaced by a strong 
salt or sugar solution which kills the fetus and induces labpr 
and miscarriage from 8 to 40 hours later. 

This method cannot be used until the “bag of waters’ 
around the fetus is a certain size, and doctors therefore 
prefer to wait until the woman is at least 14 to 16 weeks 
pregnant. The method has disadvantages. There is a risk of 
injecting the salt solution into the wrong place, with serious 
results, so these abortions should be performed only by 
experienced doctors with access to good medical back-up 
facilities. The procedure does not always work at lifst and 
may have to be repeated a second or even a third time. 

An advantage is that because this method in effect 
induces a miscarriage, the cervix opens naturally under the 
influence of miniature labor, and is not forced open by 
dilatation.

2. Hysterotomy, or Miniature Cesarean Section 

El is also possible to remove the fetus from the uterus by 
a method similar to the Cesarean section (an operation 
performed to save babies whose mothers cannot give birth 
in the usual wavj. The abdominal operation for abortion is 
called hysterotomy (not to be confused with hysterectomy, 
the removal of the entire uterus). Hysterotomies are 
complicated and must be performed in a hospital. The 
abdominal wall and the wall of the uterus are cut and the 
fetus is removed. Both incisions must be carefully sewn 
together, and the woman usually lias to stay in the hospital 
for from five to seven days. 

Because there is a very slight chance that a 20-week-old 
fetus might survive if given special care, doctors consider 
that “birth" can start at 20 weeks and will usually refuse to 
abort a woman who is more than 20 weeks pregnant unless 
her health is in danger* IF a saline abortion is performed the 
fetus cannot be delivered alive, but most doctors still refuse 
to abort over 20 weeks. 

Even though early abortions are safe when done prop¬ 
erly, no woman should consider abortion a regular means of 
birth control, For one thing, there is a significant risk that 
the uterus may be slightly damaged, especially with a D and 
C and especially if the doctor is inexperienced (as many will 
be in states with recently enacted liberalized abortion laws). 
The uterus heals easily, but a slight scar may remain and it 
may be difficult for a fertilized egg to develop in the 
scarred area. Women who eventually want to have children 
should avoid repeated abortions. Further, when the cervix 
is dilated the muscle is forced open against its natural state 
(it’s different when the cervix opens naturally during 
childbirth) and if this happens too often the cervix may not 
go back to its original position; this too could make it 
difficult to carry a child to term. 

One reason that legal abortions are usually safe is that 
most women who have them are young and healthy. But 
every woman should know the specific conditions that 
might make it important for her to get special medical care; 
and she should know what to tell the doctor who examines 
her, especially if he’s a young intern in a city or county 
hospital* (A number of us have had the Pill prescribed 
without being asked if we had high blood pressure). Any 
good doctor will take a thorough medical history and will 
be aware of all these things, but we women know that 
doctors aren’t always good, and may be tired, careless, or 
unconcerned. We should know to warn the doctor of the 
following: 

1. If you have a tipped or “retroverted" uterus, you 
should remind the doctor because instruments are generally 
shaped for a “normal” uterus and there may be a slightly 
greater risk of damage. 

2. If you’ve ever had a bad reaction to an anaesthetic, 
whether local or general, or if you’ve had a reaction to any 
drugs or antibiotics (especially penicillin), be sure and tell 
the doctor so he can use a different medication. 

3. If you’ve had complications with earlier abortions or 
pregnancies, or childbirth, let the doctor know. There’s no 
need to hide an earlier abortion, Anv woman who has had 
several children and/or abortions should receive 
extra care because her uterus will tend to be softer and 
more easily damaged than that of a woman who’s never 
been pregnant. 

4. If you are a rare blood group or have ever had dotting 
problems or a history of hemorrhaging, let the doctor know 
so he can take special precautions. 

5. Tell him if you have a history of heart trouble or 
circulation problems because this might effect the anaes¬ 
thetic used. Report diabetes, 

6. Any older woman (over 35) should get extra care, 
whether for an abortion or for childbirth. The risks of every 
sort of complication are significantly higher. 

From all our research, we know that an abortion should 
be a relatively safe and simple operation. But we must be 
aware that legalizing abortions will not by itself make them 
safe or pleasant. The racism and arrogance of the hospital 
| staff will not soothe the woman who is afraid she may be 
sterilized without her knowledge. Many women who have 
abortions will not be healthy, and the less healthy the 
woman, the greater the chance of complications. Women 
who have histories of poor health, women who come from 
environments with bad housing or poor heat* women 
who’ve had years of inadequate diet and bad health 
care—all these will face a great risk pf complications. Such 
women are, of course, usually poor -and frequently black 
or brown. There is a saying -the poor gel sick and the sick 
get poor—and this will be as true for abortions as iL is for 
the rest of health care in this country. □

Rent striking is the most direct way of stopping 
your landlord from extorting money from you, of 
getting to know your neighbors and feeling really at 
home in your neighborhood, of hassling the legal 
system that is sympathetic to landlords, of getting a 
little vengence in by making your landlord spend 
money 10 take you to court or do repairs, and much 
more,.. If you do it right, you can’t be evicted and 
you do get some if pot Mall, the repairs made. There 
is no great trick to rent striking but it does take a tot 
of time and energy in the beginning, even this isn't so 
had when the heaviest part of the burden is spread 
among at least three or four people 

So if a few people get together and decide that 
they all want to do something about the condition of 
their building, they should probably begin by visiting 
or calling the agencies and community groups that are 
into housing to get their printed Information and help 
with getting someone with rent strike experience to 
come to a meeting for all the tenants. If none of you 
speak Spanish and live in a building with 
Spanish-speaking people, it's important to find at 
least one person that can translate for notices and at 
meetings. The community agencies can help with that 
too. 

The next thing is to set up a date for a meeting 
and invite all the tenants. At that first all- tenant 
meeting, tenants should talk about and list their 
complaints, if after talking with the experienced rent 
striker, a majority of the tenants- or dose to it-want 
to go on strike;

to get the keys for the apartment when no one will be 
home, A note about inspectors, they are not all 
reliable, always get the name and number of any 
inspector and don't trust any inspector that comes 
around with the landlord. 

After each tenant signs the three pages (the letter, 
the list of public violation, and the list of individual 
apartment violations), copies should be made and 
given to each tenant, and the original of ail violations 

and letter sent to the buildings department. 

It’s a good idea and fun to make banners to hang 
announcing your strike. It makes the landlord furious 
and the harder it is for them to get them down, the 
better. 

The landlord will try to break up the strike and 
probably after a month will serve dispossess notices 
to at least some of the striking tenants. When a tenant 
gets a dispossess notice they should tell the other 
tenants and call a lawyer right away because there is 
only five days to legally answer the dispossess and 
arrange a court date. The National Lawyers Guild has 
volunteered their services to any striking group. 
Landlords often try to do sneaky things so it really is 


important to call a lawyer as soon as you get any 
threat of eviction or anything that looks like it's 
supposed to be legal. 

Going to court Is not a one time thing usually, and 
lawyers have different ways of handling cases so 
thereVno point in going into that now, Each tenant 
that receives a disposses should go to court as well as 
any of the other tenants that can spare a morning 
should go with them to show support,

1 r Arrangements should be decided on for 
depositing the next month's rent in a) a safe-deposit 
box) a bank account (in the name of a building 
committee or association or,] with one ot the 
existing tenant associations. Each one has it's 
advantages and disadvantages and should be checked 
into before it's time to make a decision. 

2. Make a list of all striking tenants names, 
apartment and phone numbers, 

3- Ask all tenants (not just ones going on strike) to 
write up a complete lists of all the things wrong with 
their apartment whether they think it's serious 
or not, as well as the complaints about the public 
parts of the building. 

4. Set up a second meeting in a week ot two 
depending on how much time you have till the first 
of the month. 

In the time between the first and second meeting 
the lists of complaints should be collected and 
checked out for legal validity with a lawyer (the 
Mobilization for Youth Lawyer can be helpful) or a 
housing group, By the second meeting the violations 
(the legally valid complaints) should be ready for the 
tenants to sign along with a letter asking for a 
cellar-to-roof inspection by the Buildings 
Department There is a lot of work to doing this; the 
violations should be listed room by room with a 
separate piece of paper for each apartment. The list 
of public part violations go on yet another page. 

It's really important; to talk with each other a lot 
to make sure as many tenants as possible know what’s 
going on, to build a solid group. Landlords have all 
kinds of tactics for breaking up sti ikes: pleas of poverty 
poverty, threats of eviction, promises to comply with 
demands, knocking on doors at 6:00 a.m. shutting off 
the heat to name a few, but these can all be handled 
pretty easily if you’re all together. 

When the first month's rent is due, it's best to tell 
the landlord that you are on strike in a group or by 
letter because it makes it harder for him to pick you 
off one by one. 

The letter asking for the Inspection should ask for 
the inspector to make an appointment ahead of time 
and give the names of at least two people who are 
home during the day for the inspector to contact. 
The Inspectors usually refuse to make appointments 
En advance for the first visit but if he comes when 
some of the tenants aren’t home he will make an 
appointment for the next visit so you can make plans 














Early Thursday morning, Nov. 6, 
over forty mothers who went into 
Macy's to get school clothes for their 
children walked out of the store with 
armloads of clothes, without bothering 
to stop at the cash register. They are 
members of Welfare Rights Organization 
( a nationwide organization of people 
living on welfare who are committed to 
fighting the injustices of the welfare 
system.} Ten of the women were 
arrested by security guards at the 34th 
St. entrance of Macy's. Before they 
were taken to a nearby precint they 
insisted that Macy T $ wrap and package 
all the clothes. At the precint police 
officials attempted to dismiss their case 
quickly by serving the women with 
summonses and sending them home. 
But the women had come prepared to 
make their point. They had all arranged 
for the care of their children so that 
they could stay to be heard in court. 
Police officers repeatedly tried to take 
the clothes from the women, but the 
women did not allow them to. They 
knew that the school clothes were 
important evidence. If they didn't have 
the clothes the police would charge 
them with stealing all sorts of things -- 
which would lessen the political 
implications of their act. 

In Night Court the ten mothers 
pleaded guilty to reduced charges of 
criminal trespass and were paroled by 
the judge, who dismissed the case 


saying that their action was 
"political". The D.A. and the arresting 
officer were mad that the women were 
getting away to easy. They singled out 
one women, Jeanette Washington, a 
leader in the WRQ r and charged her 
with non-cooperation with a police 
officer because she refused to have her 
picture taken when she was booked, 
These charges were also thrown out. 

The Welfare Rights Organization has 
been waging a fight to get money for 
school clothes for children. Two years 
ago the N.Y. State legislature cut back 
the funds for "special allowances" 
which included money for clothing and 
furniture, the only time special 
allowances are now available are in cases 
of fire and flood. This leaves already 
hard pressed welfare mothers with no 
way of providing clothes for their 
children. 

The WRO has centered its fight both 
in N. Y. and around the country on 
trying to obtain federal funds from local 
Boards of Education. Five years ago 
congress passed Title I, a bill designed to 
put funds info the education budget for 
the use of welfare and low income 
children. The money was primarily 
intended for school clothing and 
lunches,. These funds have never been 
used to benefit the poor, they have been 
used to subsidize middle class oriented 
programs -- a drum and bugle carp in 
one state, gym programs, swimming 
pools. 


The Welfare Rights Organization has 
been demanding $100 per year per child 
for school clothing from Title I money. 
On Sept 17 a rally was held at City 
Hall and the 3,000 people who had 
gathered marched across the Brooklyn 
Bridge to present their demands at the 
Board of Education, About a week after 
representatives of Welfare Rights met 
with the mayor's office to discuss the 
issue. Another meeting with city 
officaials followed that. 

On Oct 21 Welfare Rights mothers 
attended a public hearing of the Board 
of Education. They demanded time to 
talk about money for school clothing. 
They were told that they would be put 
last on the agenda.The women were 
unwilling to allow the Board to proceed 
with business as usual. After stating that 
poor people were tired of always being 
considered last. 

Five borough rallies were held in the 
days following the disruption at the 
Board of Education. The feelings of the 
parents who attended were that more 
direct action was needed. With the 


weather getting colder there wasn't 
anytime left for administrative bullshit. 
Five hundred mothers signed up to 
participate In "shop-ins". Two days 
later Macy's was hit. 

New York City has received $125 
million a year from Title I, Much of this 
money has been channeled into the 
More Effective Schools program, an 
"enrichment" program staffed largely 
by paraprofessionais. When the city 
threatened to fire the paraprofessioanals 
because of "lack of funds", the United 
Federation of Teachers stepped in and 
negotiated a contract which would pay 
the paraprofessionals from Title I 
money. The same money that welfare 
mothers are trying to get for clothes for 
their children. This has pitted two 
groups of poor people against each 
other. It s the old divide and conquer 
tactic. Paraprofessionals, are paid very 
low salaries which are sometimes a 
supplement or a replacement of a 
welfare check - they are being forced 
by the city (which administers the More 
Effective Schools Program) and the

THE GLOOMY PAST 


Wealthy white women have long speckled 
the‘world of art* as we have been taught to 
understand it, both as patrons and performers. 
Their attendance at art gatherings has added 
a pleasure for the men assembled. Granted we 
have no memory of celebrated women musicians, 
artists or even dancers, those who make special 
study might discover such obscureities as the 
pianist Clara.Schunan better known for having 
fucked Brahms. Or expressionist painter Suz¬ 
anne Valadon remembered for mothering the no¬ 
torious Utrillo mad painter that he was whose 
patriarchal honors are due to either Degas or 
Renoir (she was posing for both these painters 
to earn her keep). And then there are the un¬ 
married English women of economic privilege 
backed by 'society for lives of loneliness and 
near insanity who wrote novels. Some of their 
books are magnificent: some are firmly inte¬ 
grated into the body of sophisticated litera¬ 
ture. That was possible because they never 
singly dealt with womens* lives and struggles, 
rarely mentioning women of the working class. 
They took their cue from the men authors as 
to what strata of society to write about. 

‘Exceptional’ women can be greeted with 
much ado, pomp and ‘chivalry*. There is a 
quota on womens’ participation in any of the. 
living arts, and that quota, is unbelievably 
low. While nearly the enrollment in art schools 
and conservatories, a violinist or two is tol¬ 
erated in a huge orchestra comprised of per¬ 
haps 90 to 100 men. Concert masters will hire 
token women only, claiming they are discordant 
and unnecessary. Quite irrespective of skill 
or competence. Thus women go from comprising 
50% of the student body in art schools to only 
1 % of those who ever get to perform. 


When we speak of women artists or aspiring 
women artists we are never referring to work¬ 
ing class or black women. It is against all 
class race and sex rules of capitalist society 
for these women to even dare to want to be 
artists. Of the multitude of middle and liesure 
class young white people wanting to work in the 
arts, few women survive into their thirties, 
almost none to their forties. Why? They are 
drummed out. There is a place beyond which 
they are not allowed to go. And to persist is 
to get harsher and harsher treatment. Finally 
the only possibility for salvaging her life is 
to say success wasn’t what she really wanted in 
the first place » a husband and children are 
really the only things that can fulfill a woman’s 
life. And so few women make it through to be¬ 
come accepted by men - as men - in the Man’s 
world.

of their work to get messages of their hurt and 
fright through to us - past the censors who deal 
in good taste, polite living, hipness and other 
bull shit categories. Despite media tales of 
their personal low-life lives, we detect friends, 
women we feel we understand, sisters. One fur¬ 
tively tunes in on what they are saying, help¬ 
lessly empathizes and then wakes one morning to 
be told of yet another inexplicable death - 
booze or pills, junk, racism, poverty, despair 
or all of them. Billie Holiday, Marilyn Monroe, 
Janis Joplin. Women who tried - and made it - to 
the other side of those unwritten race, class 
and sex codes in the arts. And since they didn’t 
get drummed out they got fucked over and then 
fucked up. Strangely unloved, abandoned, they 
took wretched material and gave it vibrant voice 
to women tucked away, everywhere. Billie sang 
empty songs, songs everybody had already done, 
silly songs and they weren't silly any more. 

In the put-together eulogies that are always al¬ 
so in the hands of men they said she got what 
she deserved, as did Marilyn and Janis. And the 
stories of their deaths become profitable com¬ 
modities.

Recently the Burning City Street Theater women were in this area performing their play 
WHAT IS WOMAN - A Revolutionary Soap Opera. A group of eight women, some wives, some mother^ 
all previously teachers, students, organizers, artists or street people. Their plays are cot 
lectively made for they are without leader, director, writer, producer or manager. No agent 
is linked to them nor is one sought. Without publicity or display - commercial or otherwise- 
word spreads of their arrival by people who have been with them. They live outside of capi¬ 
talistic Amerika and are maintained through collections and contributions from the people for 
whom they have performed. 

I saw them do their play in Hew York and Philadelphia and both times from the outset they 
broke down the barriers between themselves and we who were watching. Without separating them¬ 
selves they began to do excercises to limber up - stretching, making faces and noises, laughing 
looking into and at each other, talking with friends in the audience. Then collecting their in= 
struments, which are also half of their props, they improvized awhile and then moved easily into 
the play, a series of six non-rhetorical episodes, each drawn directly from the life experience 
of a different woman. A teenage woman and her lonely dreams of American Bandstand lovers. A 
woman loving a mystified man to whom she meant nothing. A woman imprisoned in her two room apar¬ 
tment trying to serve her child as a loving mother while dying as a person. A woman trying hope¬ 
lessly to assert her identity as an intellectual in the barren academic world. A Puerto Rican 
woman in high school pregnant by her first lover, proud now of her Third World son. A woman dis- 
tortedly selected by her mother for her mother’s fullfillment now reaching without bitterness for 
friendship. They revealed their lives without exaggeration. 

Like a folk art - done without mystique or props the content emerges as revolutionarybecause 
one feels the presence of real people. The personal voices of real women become the expression 
of feelings known in all of us. One woman in the audience was overheard to have said *It’s like 
three years of consciousness raising packed into one hour.* Women were deeply moved and affected 
by the plays. The only regret expressed was the desire to see a portrayal of the struggle we are 
currently engaged in to free ourselves from our pain, even as we struggle side by side with all 
the oppressed peoples of the world. 

Watching we were drawn into a sense of closeness with performers* lives, not just with their 
work. The usual artistic distinctions were absent: between the quality of our lives and theirs; 
between their skill and ours. Spontaneously, in N.Y., they turned our applause for them into a 
rhythm, beat and music we all made together for nearly an hour - dancing, both women and men leap¬ 
ing about the auditorium in gladness.

There are a number of lessons to be learned, the 
first has to do with what to do when the FBI shows 
up on your doorstep. Don’t open the door! No one is 
obliged to tell them anything: you identify yourself 
and inform them that anything further they have to 
communicate they can do through your lawyer, 
whose name is Fred Goodguv and and whose phone is 
blah-blah and they can make an appointment and 
goodnight. 

Sounds simple? Before you can say “call my 
lawyer.’”' they start in: “There is a warrant out. Where 
is Ted Jackson?” (Warrant? Ted? Oh jesus they're 
going to arrest Ted. Wrong. There is a warrant for 
someone —they didn’t say who-and they maybe want 
to talk to Ted, and they maybe want to see your 
reaction, and maybe want to see if you -know where 
he is.) 

Or, they try to snow you with how much they 
know: come on with a whole list of names of who 
lives in your house, works in your office. Or they say 
they won’t go away, they know other people who live 
in this house and they”13 wait till they all come home 
and ring the doorbell every fifteen minutes to check 
on it. Or (instead of “YOU call my lawyer if you 
want to”) you say, “1 won’t talk until my lawyer is 
he re ’’-and they say, “OK, call your lawyer, we’ll 
wait Ljll he comes.” 

There seem to be two basic ways that people fuck 
up when the FBI appears. Some people freak out on 
how aggressive the agents are, now fast the questions 
come, how much they seem to know. Others think 
how aggressive the agents are, how fast the questions 
back at them, give them misleading information, 
outsmart them. Actually, there’s no reason why you 
can’t leave them outside talking to them selves. 

Apropos of giving out misleading information, we 
should all be aware that there is a law which makes it 
a federal crime to deliberately (willfully, knowingly, 
etc., etc.) give false information to any agency of the 
federal government: 510,000 and/or 10 years. It was 
■passed and used during the McCarthy era. As for 
coming on aggressive -what the hell for? For an ego 
trip (How ! Freaked out the Pigs), tor bragging, for 
what? You think we’re playing games? They don't. 

Meanwhile ♦. . rfs possible, if noi probable, that 
our phones are tapped, mail watched, houses, offices, 
and cars bugged. Therefore: if you don’t want the 
FBI to hear It, lake a walk; if you don't want it read, 
don’t write it. If you have to say it on the phone, call 
from a pay phone and have the person you want to 
talk to call you back from a pay phone without giving 
the pay phone number on the phone. 

Not only can anything you say be used against 
you, anything you own, that has your name on it or 



can be proved to be owned by you-these can be used 
against you: car; gun, typewriter {or anything with a 
serial number and record of purchase). It is therefore 
wise, if you loan anything of a personal-identifiable 
nature to someone, that you know and trust that 
person, know what he/she plans to do with it, and 
anticipate the possible consequences (if any). 

Some people think that being serious about taking 
routine precautions and anticipating possible contin¬ 
gencies indicates paranoia or stems from a bloated, 
exaggerated, melodramatic notion of how important 
we are. Both analyses stem from the same attitude. 
Paranoid: oh, come on, be realistic, Vm not doing 
anything illegal. Melodramatic: oh come on, I’m only 
doing this or that -other people are into much heavier 
stuff. Both of which boil down to not taking 
ourselves seriously; both of which result in being 
caught unprepared to deal with what comes down. 
And that is not only unpleasant: it can be dangerous. 

Taking ourselves seriously: whether we run a press, 
do research, staff a clinic, organize on the job or plant 
bombs, we’re part of the left. Therefore, as far as 
people who aren’t part of the left are concerned, 
we Ye responsible for anything and everything that 
other revolutionaries say or do. “Responsible”, in the 
mind of your next-door neighbor, may mean explain¬ 
ing or justifying a Tupamaros kidnapping or an 
airplane hijacking or a Weatherman bombing. “Re¬ 
sponsible” in the mind of J. Edgar Hoover, may mean 
you did it. You don’t have a friend who’s gone 
underground and is up to something; Then you 
probably have a friend who has a friend 
who . , . And/or you go to meetings, demonstra¬ 
tions— are actively (or inactively) and publicly on the 
left. As far as J. Edgar Hoover is concerned, that 
suffices. The Conspiracy law, which is not merely 
likely to be used— which has been used repeatedly in 
the past two years-is so vague that persons who have 
never been in the same room can be accused of having 
conspired to do something. 

So what can we do, while we wait to find out. who 
is going to be indicted or what? We might try some 
role-playing, so that when the FBI shows up we don’t 
freak out, so that we really get used to saying, “1 have 
nothing to say.” We might set up some dry runs, so 
that we know how to make un trace able/un tappabie 
phone calls, how to send letters through third parties, 
how to lose a car or a person tailing you (OK it’s 
comic that what we know about how to shake a tail 
comes from Nero Wolfe stories and cops-and-robbers 
movies; next year i( might not be so funny). We can 
think through what it would require to split and not 
be traceable. Where to, via what transportation, how 
do you get ID? Who do you know to whom you 
could go for money, for a place to stay? Who knows 
that you know them? How do you decide whether 
or not to split? 

And on the political organisational level, what are 
we going to do about the bombings? Indictments, 
arrests, whatever, are starting now. Those of us who 
are not burning banks or bombing courthouses must 
figure out how to relate to those actions. So far, we 
report and applaud or criticize those acts in our 
newspapers, leaflets, conversations, etc. Does that 
suffice? Since we have no organizational control over 
or responsibility for those ads, what does it mean to 
take political responsibility for them? It is rather 
'dear what Nixon, Agnew, eh al. propose to do about 
it.

As part of the packaged deal to Third World 
countries which includes economic ’advisers,’ econo¬ 
mic development programs, war materials and mili¬ 
tary 'advisers? etc., the US government also offers the 
Public Safety Program-a program designed to help

The Public Safety program began in 1954, and 
since 1962, has been operating arm in arm with the 
Military Assistance Program. The latter refers to the 
military forces within a country, while the former is 
all civil security or policing forces, those which are 
traditionally associated with maintaining internal 
order. The Public Safety Program operates under the 
auspices of A.1.D, [Aid to International Develop¬ 
ment] and at the present time Public Safety 'advisors’ 
are providing police assistance in 27 countries,* 
Individual Public Safety programs, while varying 
from country to country, are focused in general on

developing within the civil security forces a balance 
of (1) a capability for regular police operations, with 
(2) an investigative capability for detecting and 
identifying criminal and/or subversive individuals and 
organizations and neutralizing their activities, and 
with (3) a capability for controlling militant activities 
ranging from demonstrations, disorders, or riots 
through small-scale guerrilla operations.

isms eve' ng after they have obtained 
a wOnui liberation -consciousness. 
And, too t was very exciting for me to 
be work : with someone whom S could 
turn on women's liberation (I had 


been the only woman in the collective). 
Because of my initial antagonisms to¬ 
ward her, she naturally related more to 
the men at first. It was only during an 
action in another town which we at¬ 
tended "collectively" that she and i 
found time to have a personal discus¬ 
sion. It was a very good discussion, or so 
it seemed to me—like every concept I 
explained about women's liberation, she 
would describe a personal experience: 
the abstractions would become concrete 
and so we began to like each other and \ 
felt a real closeness to her. 

Soon after we returned home, the 
men in the office began having these 
sporadic whispered conversations in the 
hallway. After several days of this, I 
confronted them and demanded to 
know what the hell was going on. It 
took some doing, but they finally con¬ 
vinced me to wait a few days before 
telling me. The other woman, my new 
friend, was not there to back me up that 
day (it was her day off). I found out 
that night. 

During the day she called me up to 


come over that evening; she had some- 
thing to tell me, she said. And so I went 
to her apartment. She proceeded to lay 
this very heavy rap on me about how 
the men had confronted her because her 
stories about her background didn't jibe 
and that she had "confessed" her true 
background to them, which she also- 
told me. We discussed it in depth and 
what had seemed to me to be a very 
strong, intelligent woman turned into a 
frightened girl who had used her looks 
and her intelligence to survive in this 
very hostile world. It seemed to me that 
the most humane thing we could do 
would be to help her get a shrink (she 
often couldn't tell truth from myth) 
and to work with her everyday at the 
office to give her warmth, understand¬ 
ing and help her concretely sort out fact 
from fantasy. The men wanted her to 
leave, she told me, and so we preceded 
to discuss the men-their chauvinism), 
their insensitivity, etc., for a very long 
time. 


The next day I came to the office 
just furious! First of all, the men had 
taken their actions (the confrontation 
and the Tiring') without including me 
and second, I didn't think that their 
decision was the right one. Leaving aside 
the question of what was best for her, I 
screamed at them, it was also better for 
the movement if she were with us rather 
than in one organization after another 
playing the same games, not doing 
anyone any good. After I calmed down, 
they asked me what she had told me: 
her background, what she was doing 
now, etc. As I told them, they said, 
"Well, what else happened in such and 
such a city? Did she tell you about 
such-and-such?" Not only had she left 
out huge chunks of her story, there 
were more outright lies and duplicity 
(incidently, this was all done in colla¬ 
boration with someone who had known 
her for some time.) And further, I sadly 
reflected fater, she had used our wo¬ 
men's liberation discussion that we had..

Among the responsibilities of the foreign police 
are approximately 20 identifiable police functions 
ranging from off-shore law enforcement {Coast Guard 
activities); customs, immigration; municipal , rural 
policing; criminal and security investigative activities 
through domestic/foreign intelligence; regulatory ad¬ 
ministrative functions, such as lieensing/control of 
manufacture and movement of goods and a host of 
other activities. 

According to testimony given before a Senate 
Committee by former Administrator Bell describing 
the A J.D. Public Safety Program, successful discharge 
of internal security is imperative if a nation is to 
establish and maintain the environment of stability 
and security so essential to economic, social, and 
political progress, and to attain the goal of free, 
stable, independent and selGreliant government. 
Clearly, this progress and this goal will not be 
attainable if law and order is replaced by disorder and 
violence. Communist subversion, terrorism,and insur¬ 
gency typically strive to break down law and order 
and internal security. 

The testimony goes on to say that Public Safety 
programs have the objectives of (1) strengthening the 
capability of civil police and paramilitary forces to 
enforce the law and maintain public order with the 
minimum use of physical force, and to countrer 
Communist-inspired or exploited subversion and in¬ 
surgency; and (2) encouraging the development of 
responsible and humane police adminstrution and 
judicial procedure to improve the effectiveness of 
civil police and paramilitary forces, and enable them 
to become more closely integrated into the commun¬ 
ity. The Public Saftey program is regarded today as 
one of the more effective and less costly means of 
pursuing U.S. interests in many situations. It is based 
on the premise that, to maintain internal order, local 
governments depend primarily on their police and 
gendarmarie. supported as necessary by the army, 

A I D. assistance to foreign police is a carefully 
balanced program of technical advice, training and 
equipment. The assistance is relatively inexpensive, 
the report goes on to say, since it doesn’t include 
costly, complicated weapons and other items. Public 
Safety programs are always preceded by an on-the- 
scene study by qualified technicians to determine 
requirements and there is constant evaluation of 
progress and appropriateness of progress once under¬ 
taken. Stress is laid on self-help and adherence to 
objectives which the U.S. interest requires. Inade¬ 
quate or unsatisfactory performance or any misuse of 
assistance by recipient nations is quickly detected and 
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remedial action taken. 

In order to deal with the dynamics of internal 
security situations, to Public Safety program has 
developed and utilized methods to deliver to threat¬ 
ened countries, in a matter of days, urgently needed 
assistance including equipment, training and technical 
advice. 

The training of foreign police officers has been 
centralized and placed firmly under U.S. Government 
control. This training includes instruction in the 
concepts and principles of police organization, admin¬ 
istration and management; basic police operations; 
investigative techniques, including scientific and tech¬ 
nical aids; border control; police instruction training; 

and internal security subjects. Most of this training is 
provided by our advisors in the separate countries. In 
the United States, training is provided by the Inter¬ 
national Police Academy located in Washington. 

By centralizing data obtained from many individ¬ 
ual country situations, the U.S. government is more 
able to pick and choose from a growing body of 
sociological information and police technology the 
proper variables for maintaining “law and order" in a 
given country white preserving (or in some cases, 
trying to create) its own “humane” image in the 
“public interest.” Such programs like the Public 
Safety program fit neatly into a radical analysis of 
Amerika’s institutional racism and/or cultural chau¬ 
vinism-the necessary ethic (no matter how uncon¬ 
scious) for maintaining firm control over its economic 
interests in foreign countries. The Public Safety 
Program jielps explain the booming industry in police 
technology in the past few years. That this tech¬ 
nology and methodology is being used against people 
in the mother country grows clearer everyday.

I he tong-haired kid on the TV screen is running across a college campus. He 
reaches down and scoops up a rock. As he does, the scene cuts to the inside of a 
building, looking through window. We sec the boy, outside, throw the rock and 
it sails in slow-motion through the window pane. Two grey faces now appear on 
the screen, as a lifeless voice says, 'Two men are running for governor in Ohio. 
One condones the lawless element on our college campuses. The other will 
eliminate it. Vote for Roger Cloud, Republican, on November third/* 

In Ohio, this election year, the issues revolve mainly around repression. The 
politicians toss the term “campus violence” back and forth, hoping to stir up 
enough backlash to put them in office. At Kent State University, scene of last 
May's murder of lour students, the Movement Is faced with heavier repression 
than any white campus group has confronted before Kent State has become a 
testing ground for campus fascism, for prosecutions, harrassmeqt, intimidation, 
injunctions, legal pressure, and brute force. 

Before the students have recovered from the shock of May fourth, the courts 
have hit them with a series of indictments. It seems that the Ohio authorities are 
practicing perfect Hitlerite form to hit the people with repression and, when . 
the people learn to deal with that, hit them with heavier repression and keep 
increasing the pressure until the people are living under total fascism. These 
tactics seem to have the willing consent of a large percentage of the population 
of Portage County. The Grand Jury has been chosen from the ranks of working 
people; shop-keepers, service workers, and retired businessmen. 

The Jury’s actions were predicted, and perhaps directed, by Attorney General 
Paul Brown, who stated that the jury would probably not indict any National 
Gaurdsmen or public officials involved in the killing of four students on May 
fourth. The attack is directed squarely at the campus movement. 

The jury found, as Brown predicted, that gaurdsmen had “fired their weapons 
in the honest and sincere belief, and under circumstances which would logically 
have caused them to believe, that they would suffer serious bodily injury had 
they not done so”. Three other investigations, including one by the FBI, decided 
otherwise* in the words of the Scranton Commission, “indiscriminate fire of 
rifles into a crowd of students and the death that followed were unnecessary, 
unwarrented, and inexcusable.” 

Although the Grand Jury recognized some problems with the way the 
National Gaurd had been equipped for riot duty (with loaded Mi's}, its major 
criticism fell on the demonstrators, and on the university administration. The 
office of the president was criticized for fostering “an attitude of laxity, 
over-indulgence, and permissiveness with Its students and faculty”. This attack 
of the administration was directed at University President Robert White, who 
had led a drive on SDS in the spring of 1969 which had resulted in six-month jail 
sentences for almost the entire leadership. ^ 

Because of the completely spontaneous nature of the demonstrations last 
spring (not one leaflet was handed out on campus) and also because of a new 
tactic of repression, the usual procedure of picking off leaders and 
spokespeople for prosecution was not followed. The Indictees seemed to be 
picked almost at random. With the exception of six people who are charged with 
multiple felonies and specific acts {like cutting a fire hose), all of those 
mentioned were only alleged to be at the scene of one or more of the four- 
actions. Anyone whose face had been recognized or photographed could have 
been indicted - that means about four or five thousand people. 

The campus community found out and fear built, slowly. I'he prosecutor did 
not follow the normal procedure of either busting all indictees in a series of 
simultaneous raids, or releasing the names and letting people turn themselves in. 
instead, the police arrested a few each day. So, people didn't know who had 
been indicted, or when they would be arrested. As a result of these procedures, 
it was almost Impossible for the indictees to respond collectively, and for the 
campus community to plan a solid defense. But the Grand jury report and 
indictments aren't the only repressive measure on campus: 

There is a Court injunction to stop witnesses or participants in the Grand 
Jury investigation (over 200 people) from making negative comments on the 
report. One faculty member and a County district attorney have already been 
arrested for its violation. 

Another court injunction prohibits any gathering of people (or any 
leafletting) near the courthouse jn Ravenna, Ohio, where the case will be tried. 

Non-students who enter the Kent campus are subject to arrest at any 
time(there were 3or4 such arrests each wcekduring the summer), and everyone 
except dorm residents must be off campus by 11P.M. 

— An attempt at co-optation, called “Think Week ”, whose motto was 
“Power to the Peaceful” was held at the beginning of the semester. It hosted 
such CIA liberals as Sargent Shrlver and Allard Lowenstein- 
il was organized by the administration and a very articulate “student” who had 
never attended Kent State before. 

- A new bill passed by the Ohio State legislature, number 1219, Is In effect. 
It provides for immediate suspension and trial in criminal court for “disruption” 
or other undefined offences. 

80-120,000 dollars have been giver by the Federal Governmentto the 
Northeast Ohio Crime Lab and Police Training Institute, long a target of radical 
activity on the Kent State campus, for the development of new campus security 
measures. Among these have been the rumored placing of 200 FBI and narcotics 
agents around the University, tapping all the telephones, taping various 
professors’ classes, equipping local police with “splinter” guns, which shoot a 
shower of wooden slivers from a 12-gaugc shotgun,etc. 

But the repression at Kent has rot been limited to clearly political areas. The 
culture of the students and other youth of the town has come under attack. The 
Grand Jury report starts Us concluding section by condemning faculty members 
who condone dissent, and the administration for allowing the YIPPIES to hold a 
celebration on campus recently with live rock music. It then goes on to mention 
a concert by 'the Jefferson Airplane at which slides showing the bodies of the 
Kent State victims were projected in the light show. 

This attack was taken up by the local politicians, who attempted to get two 
resolutions on the ballot for November. One, which was not put on, banned the 
sale of 3.2 beer to minors, The other, which was put on the ballot, prohibits live 
entertalnmentjnamely rock bands) in the town of Kent and the campus. 

1 he most severe clement of the repression on culture is the drive on dope. A 
county Grand- Jury meeting concurrently with the infamous State Special Grand 
Jury, returned 43 secret indictments against drug users and sellers. At least nine 
of these are also up on demonstration charges charges. One brother, also charged 
with assault first degree riot, and Inciting to riot, pleaded guilty to 3 counts of, 
sale of narcotics on the advice of a Court-appointed attorney and is now serving 
twenty to fourty years, (COUT 014 P>- 2 G> 














THE BLACK PANTHER PARTY 



/5 NOT ON TRIAL 



The jury and courisef were admonished from the 
beginning: "The Black Panther Party is not on trial 
here/' whined the Judge. However, it is obvious to 
anyone who comes to the trial just what is coming 
down at 10Q Centre Street where 13 Panthers are being 
tried for conspiracy. The day l went testified to one 
thing: The Panthers are being railroaded -they know 
it r prosecuting attorney Phillips and his lackeys know 
it, and Judge Murtagh definitely knows it. 

On the day before 1 went, the movie, 'The Battle 
of Algiers", had been shown without the jury so that 
the judge could decide whether to admit it as 
evidence. (What possible connection could this 
right-on revolutionary movie have to do with 
conspiracy?) But Phillips had been pushing it to 
inflame the jury against the Black Panther Party. To 
prove conspiracy, he must prove that the "intent" of 
the Panthers on trial is violent. Therefore, he must 
put the Panther Party on trial. His strategy has been 
to produce evidence that he feels shows the violent 
nature of the Panthers, The fact that Murtagh puffs 
that "testimony concerning the Black Panther Party 
will be unacceptable" and then allows Phillips to get 
away with this is just one example of how Murtagh is 
taking care ot business. That morning, before the jury 
was brought in, the defense made a motion that the 
jurors not be present to hear the arguments on the 
film, since this would be prejudicial. Judge Murtagh 
dismissed this and waved his hand for the jury to be 
brought in. Ralph White, the Bureau of Special 
Services (BOSS) pig who infiltrated the BPP was the 
first, 

White testified for the prosecution on the 
relevancy of the movie which, he said, he was told by 
Lumumba Shakur was "mandatory" for all members 
of the BPP. He said that he went to see the film after 
being told this and, following the movie, went to 
the Shakurs' apartment. Lumumba then allegedly 
told him that the tactics used by the Algerians in the 
movie were the same ones that the Panthers use 
against the pigs. 

Gerald Lefcourt, one of the six attorneys for the 
defendants, started off the cross examination by 
asking Detective White whether he was a detective 


during the fall of 1968, when he was infiltrating the 
BPP. The audience cracked up when he said that he 
was Patrolman White then. The cross examination 
then brought out the fact that White took no notes 
that night he allegedly had these conversations with 
Lumumba Shakur. He didn't write down anything at 
all until the next day when he made up his report for 
his superior officer. It was also brought out that he 
probably had been smoking grass and drinking that 
night. The implication of all this was clear. White 
could have made up anything he wanted in the 
report, which, by the way, was not produced as 
evidence by the prosecution. White kept getting 
mixed up under cross examination: 

"What were Lumumba Shakur's exact words about 
the movie?" the defense asked, 

"He said that the "Battle of Algiers' was 
mandatory for all Black Panther Party members." 

"Were those his exact words? Did he definitely use 
the word "mandatory"? asked defense attorney 
Crain. White said yes, he was sure he said mandatory. 
The defense continued: 

"Now, you write down in your report to your 
superior officer only the really important facts, 
correct?" White said yes. He was then asked by the 
defense to look at the report he turned in the next 
day, 

"Do you find the word 'mandatory' in your 
report?" White squeaked out a "no". He just 
remembered the word, that's all. 

This apparently is the way the witnesses for the 
prosecution have been constantly slipping up in their 
stories or conveniently forgetting things. And when 
White was asked if he wasn't just trying to 
"remember" things that could screw the Black 
Panther Party, the defense was shot down by the 
judge. Judge Murtagh seemed very bored and very 
cranky. He kept telling the defense attorneys how he 

AND THE 


was "losing patience" with their attempts to get a 
straight answer from a witness while he sustained 10 
times in 6 minutes prosecutor Phillips , who bobbed 
up and down like a mechanical man with his 
objections and harassment. And when one defense 
attorney asked pig infiltrator White why he seemed to 
be smiling all the time, the judge suddenly came to 
life and snarled at Katz not to repeat that. 

Judge Murtagh's own conspiracy with Phillips was 
evident again at a bench conference where the 
defense attorneys asked that the "Battle of Algiers" 
not be shown to the jury. They argued that the movie 
was completely irrelevant to the case and that the 
only reason Phillips wanted to show it was to 
prejudice the jury with the "blood and gore" of the 
revolutionary activities in Algeria and thus associate 
this in their minds with the Panthers. This was 
overruled, of course, and the movie was shown to the 
jury after the lunch recess. 

In spite of all this, the Panthers and their 
attorneys, as weli as their many friends In the 
audience, seem to be in good spirits. They joke and 
laugh between themselves and have a great time 
mimmicking Phillips when he Is trying to make some 
big point. An argument broke out between the 
defense counsel and Phillips when Gerald Lefqpurt 
asked pig White if he had smoked grass. Phillips 
jumped up arid said that since Lef court brought up 
the subject of marijuana, he was going to show that 
the Panthers used it regularly and that you had to 
smoke it if you wanted to be "in with the Panthers". 
Everyone broke up—Afeni Shakur stood up and did a 
quick imitation of Phillips sputtering and fuming, 
Afeni, along with Michael Tabor, is defending herself. 
I only heard her speak once that day, but she seemed 
relaxed and her voice was clear and strong. 

The trial is packed every day, but if you get there 
by 9:30, you will probably get in when they frisk you 
and open the doors at 10:15. Go to the trial. Support 
the Panthers, See Amerikan justice In action.

The Revolutionary Peoples 
Constitutional Convention is going to 
take place in Washington D.C.

How do we deal with the 
questions concerning leadership 
that have come out of the women's 
movement in relationship to the 
concept of leadership put forth by 
the Panthers? 

3. what does a new constitution 
mean? a vision of a new society, 

demands, programs that 
immediately serve the people, 

4. Does a political program for the 
women's movement make sense? 
(what is a political program, what 
kind have we and should we 
develop) 

5. what does it mean to develop 
anti-racist politics in the women's 
movement? What has been and 
should be our relationship to Black 
women? 

6. how does the present women's 
movement deal with the questions 
posed by the Gay Movement? 


In Boston we have formed a women's 
group to work on the Constitutional 
Convention and have been trying to 
meet with women from as many 
different organizations as possible such 
as En La Brecha (Puerto Rican 
Liberation group), Black Panther Party, 
high school women.

In the face of all this repression, the students at Kent State are building up a 
legal defense with outside Sawyers, and are attempting to pull the 
Movement back together. Last spring students had reacted in righteous anger, 
first to the duplicity of the Nixon administration and then to tbeii nvn 
oppression by the National Gaurd and police. They became the victims of a 
brutal and basically unprovoked attack. Now they are being called the guilty 
ones. "What arc we accused of," said one defendant," trying to commit 
'suicide?" The two radical organizations on campus now are the Kent 
Liberation Front (KLF) and Youth International Party (YIPPIE). They are 
making an effort to bring back energy and enthusiasm to the Kent State 
Movement, to build the Movement, and to organize collective defense.

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earlier to play on my sympathies. She 
had "psyched" me out and manipulated 
my emotional reaction. And THAT was 
scarey, But ! still argued that it was 
better that she was with us. At least 
until we could find out if she were an 
informer and if we could make any 
headway in helping her (along with a 
shrink). But, because a member of our 
collective was on trial on federal charges 
and because we all agreed that if she 
weren't an informer, she could later be 
one (and a very effective one, too), we 
let her go. We also reasoned that we 
really couldn't keep tabs on her day and 
night and that to "help" her would he a 
major commitment, one which we 
couldn't make without curtailing our 
other activities considerably. 

Part of our revolution is that people 
are capable of changing politically, on 
the personal level, on the growing con¬ 
sciousness level, and on the strength and 
energy of action level. We don't want to 
rule out that ability to change arhong 
ourselves. That's our strength. We don't 
want to "brand" people like the U.S. 
government and this brutal society does. 
And so, it is difficult to discuss sus¬ 
pected informers because so many of 
them may just be people who are so 
fucked over by this society that they 
can't relate to people very well—so 
fucked over that there is no self left and 
they take on the values of whoever 
reaches out to them, makes them feet 
secure, gives them a sense of identity, of 
belonging. The F.B.I. and other pig 
organizations may "use" this corruption 
of Amerika against us. 

There ’are some minimal security 
checks that people can do. But we need 
more suggestions on how to deal with 
this problem. Here are some things that 
some of us have come up with: 
inquiries 

1. Check movement background 


2. Have new member tell her 
story—how she came to be a radi¬ 
cal, etc. 

3. Ask about source of income 
through the years; you can get a * 
friend in a straight company to do a 
credit inquiry (if applicable) to see 
if stories match up. 

4. Ask about criminal back¬ 
ground—your lawyer can check this 
out. 

Rap groups 

For persons who seem ok but 
who are difficult to deal with there 
might be an organization set up to 
help people pull themselves togeth¬ 
er, sort of radical therapy. 

Small Actions 

No matter how office-oriented 
the organization is, small actions 


every once in a while do two 
things: 1). helps,build trust among 
the people Involved and 2). helps 
pinpoint those who cannot or will 
not (for whatever reason) accept 
group discipline. 

Since it is becoming moreKhd more 
possible to do less and less and suffer 
the same consequences of those who a 
year or two ago were doing alot, these 
small actions can be very valuable. The 
mistrust which builds up because we 
know that informers are everywhere has 
the overall effect of paralyzation- 
probably a major reason why we don't 
have a coherent 'movement' today. We 
have no choice but to act.
